From past experience we have dis- 
covered that it is more economical to em- 
ploy civilians in certain positions than to 
utilize officers or enlisted men. The Civil- 
ian Personnel division effects the plan- 
ning, policy, development and adminis- 
tration of the civilian personnel program 
Which today results in the employment 
within the continental United States of 
111,135 civilians. 

For the successful completion of any 
AAF mission we must depend on the Air 
Surgeon to preserve the health of person- 
nel and monitor the human requirements 
of flying to improve safety and efficiency. 
Likewise, it is the responsibility of the 
Air Judge Advocate to supervise and ad- 
mMinistrate the law within the jurisdic- 
tion of the AAF; the Air Chaplain to 
Maintain the religious life, morale, and 
morals of personnel ; and the Air Provost 
to supervise the military police, criminal 
investigation, and apprehension of 
AWOL’s in the AAF. 

In order to obtain officers and enlisted 
men of the highest caliber for the post- 
War Axymy Air Forces, the Military Per- 
Sonnel Division of the AAF has insti- 
tuted a “career monitoring” plan for offi- 
cers and is developing career guidance and 
ladders of advancement for enlisted men. 

Based on individual preference plus re- 
quirements of the Air Forces and the gen- 
eral welfare of the service, the monitor- 
ing plan is designed to achieve progres- 
Sive career development within a profes- 
Sional or technical field. Through this 
Plan, every second lieutenant entering the 
AAF, whether he is a rated pilot, a techni- 
cian or an administrator, will be given an 
ty to reach the top in his chosen

Text of Personnel Subcommittee’s Report 


OLLOWING is the full text of the 

Subcommittee report presented to the 
House Committee on Armed Services 
Tuesday, 17 June, by Representative 
Dewey Short (R-Mo.), chairman of Sub- 
committee No. 1: 

Mr. Chairman, Subcommittee No. 1 has 
been working since the 1st of April on the 
Army and Navy promotion bills, which are 
now together in H. R, 3830. 

The hearings have been well attended, and 
we have been through one of the most diffi- 
cult, complicated subjects I have had to work 
on since coming to Congress, It was only last 
Monday that we completed our work on these 
bills. H. R. 3830 now represents our view as 
to an equitable and economical promotion 
system for the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
and Air Corps—a system that will offer ca- 
reers satisfactory enough to attract capable 
men and to hold such men now in service. 

The Navy promotion system is contained 
in the first four titles of H. R. 3830. The 
Army promotion system is in title 5. Both 
systems are predicated upon the principle of 
promotion by selection, although they differ 
considerably in applying the principle. 

When we began studying the bills, we were 
inclined to integrate the two promotion sys- 
tems. Early in the hearings, however, we be- 
came aware of the fact that it is too early 
to effect such a radical departure, even 
though I think I represent the view of the 


subcommittee in saying that within the next 
5 to 10 years the systems can be reconciled 
to a much greater extent than they can be 
now, 

The Navy plan in titles 1 through 4 of H. R. 
3830 is not an innovation for the Navy. It 
effects certain refinements in the Navy se- 
lection system which has been in effect since 
1916—over 30 years. The reason the Navy 
resubmits the program to Congress at this 
time is to permit an immediate return to the 
Navy system of permanent promotion by se- 
lection, with provision for temporary ranks 
during the period required for the transition 
from the present wartime system. The Navy 
makes certain changes required by the re- 
cent integration of Reserve officers to the 
Regular Navy and Marine Corps and incor- 
porates various improvements in the selection 
system based on wartime experience, The new 
Navy promotion law.is the product of more 
than 2 years’ intensive study by various 
boards of officers in the Navy Department. 

“Real Novelty” for Army 

The Army promotion system, contained in 
title 5 of H. R. 3830, is, on the other hand, a 
real novelty for the Army. It represents over 
8 months’ study by a special War Depart- 
ment board, including a thorough analysis 
of the Navy system. The result is that, for 
the first time, supported by strong recom- 
mendations of General Eisenhower, the Army 
is to have promotion by selection in the lower 
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Readjust USMC Precedence 


In order to restore the proper relative 
lineal precedence among aviation and 
graound officers of the Marine Corps in 
compliance with regulations issued last 
year by the President, Headquarters is 
new effecting changes in lineal prece- 
dence which will appear in the Combined 
Lineal List of 1 July. 

In regulations governing administra- 
tion of the transfer law, Public Law 347, 
the President directed: 

“Naval aviators of the Marine Corps and 
Marine Corps Reserve and specialists of the 
Marine Corps and Marine Corps Reserve of 
commissioned rank who were temporarily 
promoted in due course at a rate different 
from that of their general duty contempo- 
raries will be placed on the list in the position 
each would have occupied if he had heen pro- 
moted in dune course with his general duty 
contem poraries.” 

Headquarters announces, in Alnav 136, 
that “officers whose relative lineal stand- 
ing is changed pursuant to the foregoing 
will be reappointed in their present ranks 
for temporary service in the Marine 
Corps or Marine Corps Reserve.” 

The President further directed: 

“Each former Reserve officer who, subse- 
quent to 8 Sept. 1949, shall have heen ap- 
pointed to commissioned rank in the Regular 
Service other than pursuant to Public Law 
347, 79th Congress, shall have such higher 
lineal position to which he wonld be entitled 
had he remained in the Reserve and trans- 
ferred to the Regular Marine Corps pursuant 
to P. L. 347.” 

Alnavy 136 states that “officers who will 
receive new dates of rank to effect the 
changes in accordance with the foregoing 
paragraph will be reappointed 1 July 
1947 in their present ranks for temporary 
service in the Marine Corps. 

“The foregoing action will also restore 
the proper relative lineal position of 
Naval Aviators who were reduced in 
rank in aceardance with Alnav 126 and 
who now appear to be junior to Naval 
Aviators to whom they were formerly 
senior.” 


Gen. Eisenhower to Retire 

Plans are underway for General of the 
Army Dwight D. Eisenhower to retire as 
Chief of Staff of the Army about 1 Jan. 
1948 and take over the Presidency of 
Columbia University left vacant by the 
retirement of Nicholas Murray Butler. 

He will most likely be succeeded by 
General Omar Rradley, USA, now Admin- 
istrator of Veterans’ Affairs, who was his 
top field commander in prosecuting war in 
Europe. The President, it is understood, 
is considering the appointment of Maj. 
Gen. Lewis Hershey, USA, to the vet- 
erans post. 

The tender of appointment to Columbia 
has not yet heen formally made, but indi- 
vidnal members of the board of trustees 
have taken the matter up with General 
Fisenhower who has disenssed it with 
President Truman. who, while he has not 
given final assent, feels that the General 
has earned his right to retire. Meanwhile, 
the Columbia Board of Trustees is plan- 
ning to meet next week to make the 
formal tender. 

The following announcement was made 
by Maj. Gen. F. L. Parks, Chief of Public 
Information Division, War Denartment: 

“In answer to many inquiries from the 
press, General Eisenhower has directed me 
to say that he has no intention of leaving his 
present assignment as Chief of Staff during 
the enrrent year, and never without the full 
approval of the Secretary of War and the 
President. 

“In determining any future activity upon 
which he might embark at the conclusion of 
his duties as Chief of Staff. he would like to 
utilize his energies in something connected 
with public service of non-political nature. 

“One suggestion he has received was from 
certain members of the Board of Trustees of 
Columbia University that he considered the 
presidency thereof, but he ig not in a posi- 
tion to discuss the matter at this time. 

“If and when General Fisenhower makes a 
commitment as to his future plans, an an- 
nouncement will be made to the press. In 
any event, be will not consider any engage- 





ment effective until after his superiors have 
| released him from his present duty.” 
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House Group Reports 
Service Promotion Bill 


A promotion bill setting up permanent 
peacetime systems of promotior by selec- 
tion for officers of the Army, Navy, and 
Marine Corps was reported to the House 
Committee on Armed Services by its per- 
sonnel subcommittee on 17 June and ap 
proved by the full committee on 20 June. 

Representative Dewey Short (R-Mo.) 
explained the promotion legislation, 
which his subcommittee evolved after 
three months of hearings, at the weekly 
Tuesday meeting of the full Committee, 
but withheld a motion to report the bill 
to the floor of the House until all mem- 
bers of the Committee had studied it. 

Ranking Committee members planned 
to seek a rule calling for early considera- 
tion of the promotion bill on the floor of 
the House, and prepared to defend the 
Committee's position on all its provisions. 

Meanwhile, Chairman Gurney of the 
senate committee said that his group 
plans to get the bill to the floor of the 
senate before this session is over. 

Provisions relating to promotion in the 
Army and Navy were combined into one 
bill, H.R. 3830, which, Mr. Short said, 
“now represents our view as to an equit- 
able and economical promotion system 
for the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and 
Air Corps — a system that will offer 
eareers satisfactory enough to attract 
capable men and to hold such men now in 
service.” 

Chairman Andrews, in opening yester- 
day’s meeting, announced that he and 
Representative Carl Vinson were ia favor 
of reporting the bill to the House without 
further amendments. 

Representative Dewey Short, chairman 
of the Personnel Subcommittee, said that 
because all members were present last 
Tuesday, he would request questions or 
amendments. Representative Bates said 
he was fully in accord with provisions of 
the bill, but said he wished to clear up 
one question on which there is “very 
strong feeling.” 

He said that during the war, when 
records were not available to the bureau 
of Naval Personnel, due to the stress of 
combat, men with outstanding records 
were sometimes denied promotion. 

Rear Adm. Thomas L, Sprague, chief 
of Naval Personnel, pointed out that a 
board convened in the Bureau has re- 
stored to their proper lineal position a 
number of officers who had been once 
passed over, but said that the Bureau 
considered it unwise to consider officers 
passed over twice or more. 

Admiral Sprague added that if the bill 
were to become law now, the Navy would 
convene selection boards this Fall to go 
over the records of all captains not pro- 
moted during the war. 

Representative Elston, chairman of the 
legal subcommittee, questioned the pro- 
posal that Army officers be commissioned 
without .specification of branch, arm, or 
service. He particularly questioned 
whether Judge Advocates need to be 
lawyers under the terms of the bill. 

Brig. Gen. John B. Dahlquist, USA, 
asserted that most every member of the 
Judge Advocate General’s Department 
are lawyers. The bill does not amend ex-

ROA National Convention 

The four-day convention of the Reserve 
Officers Association of the United States 
opened at Miami, Fla., 18 June. 

On the opening day a message from 
President Truman to Brig. Gen. D. B. 
Adams, president of the Association, was 
read by Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan, 
Military Aide to the President. The text 
of the message follows: 

“I again wish to extend my greetings to 
the Reserve Otlicvers Association on the occa- 
sion of your National Convention. 

“I shall continue to count on the Reserve 
Officers to work for the security which we as 
veteruns are convinced is necessary for the 
peace of the world. 

“We have not accomplished all we hoped 
for during the past year, but we have made a 
start and this should be a challenge for us to 
redouble our efforts. 

“May your meeting be fruitful as well as 
enjoyable.” ® 

Distributed to delegates on the open- 
ing day was a reply by Secretary of War 
Patterson to an editorial entitled “Does 
the War Department Want the Reserve?” 
which appeared in the May issue of The 
Reserve Officer. Following are excerpts 
from Secretary Patterson's reply: 

“The Reserve Officer in an editorial 
published in the May issue quoted an un- 
named Regular Army officer as implying 
that the War Department just doesn’t 
give a damn about the Reserves. This is 
a shocking statement, shocking for any 
officer to make and shocking for any serv- 
ice journal to repeat without directly at- 
tributing it to the individual responsible. 

“As reported by the editorial, the defi- 
nite impression is given that this atti- 
tude expressed by the anonymous officer 
is that of the War Department. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. Any offi- 
cer who would make such a statement is 
obviously unsuited for duty in the War 
Department. 

“The War Department, definitely does 
give a damn about the Reserves. The Re- 
serve officer is a very important element 
of our national security. Without his ae- 
tive, alert interest in the Army the whole 
structure of our mobilization plans would 
be jeopardized. This attitude hag been 
expressed repeatedly by me, by General 
Eisenhower and by every official War De- 
partment spokesman. It cannot be re- 
versed by some anonymous officer.” 

“There is no disposition on the part of 
the War Department to bury Reserve ac- 
tivities by placing them in inconvenient 
locations or in unsuitable facilities. How- 
ever, the necessity for making every pos- 
sible saving in funds requires that rented 
facilities be vacated wherever practicable 
and that government property be utilized 
to the maximum extent. In some cases, 
some inconvenience may have heen ocea- 
sioned to Reserve units as well as to 
other War Department agencies.” 

“The War Department has the greatest 
confidence in the ability, the character 
and the patriotism of the Reserve officer. 
It hopes that the Reserve officer will 
understand that the War Department is 
vitally interested in the development and 
improvement of the Reserves, Let us not 
allow anything to disturb this mutual 
confidence and respect.” 

General Jacob L. Devers, commanding 
general of the Army Ground Forces, ad- 
dressing the delegates 19 June said: 

“These are no basic or important reasons 
for quarrels or misunderastandings’ between 
the components, Each has its place in the 
military establishment which is based on care- 
ful and methodica} planning, These plans are 
designed to provide the most effective security 
force consistent with the needs of the coun- 
try and the means available to achieve our 
mission, And our mission is to provide a 
peace-time Army and the nucleus for expan- 
sion in time of war. Each component has its 





existence, size and function fixed by law.” 

Lt. Gen. J. Lawton Collins, Chief of 
Information, War Department, outlined 
the needs of the Army and made the fol- 
lowing statement relative to the stand- 
ing of the Organized Reserves: 


“The Secretary of War speaks officially for 
the War Department when he tells of the in- 
terest of the Department in the Reserves. Ile 
also speaks for every responsible officer of 
the Army. I know not a single officer who does 
not believe that the maintenance of a large, 
well-trained Reserve is essential to our Na- 
tional] Security, The position of General Eisen- 
hower with reference to the importance of 
our civilian components was stated by him 
in a recent letter to all Army Commanders. 
I want to re-emphasize his statement that 
the National Guard and Organized Reserves 
are just as much a part of the Army of the 
United States as the Regular Army and are 
neither less or more essential parts. The one 
cannot work without the other and either fails 
of the other fails.” 

Maj. Gen. Edward S. Bres, Executive 
for Reserve and ROTC Affuirs, War De- 
partment Special Staff, reported on what 
has been accomplished by the Organized 
Reserve Corps during the past year and 
listed some of the complaints and criti- 
cism received. Some of the more persis- 
tent of these are, he said: 


“That partiality by the War Department is 
shown the National Guard compouent in pref- 
erence to the Organized Reserve Corps in the 
assignment of combat units in number and 
strength, which cannot be furnished by the 
National Guard at this time but which can 
be furnished by the personne] of the Organ- 
ized Reserve Corps. Apparently the basis is 
the fact that no Class A Combat Units Reserve 
wil] be authorized unless it is determined that 
the requirements cannot be met by the Na- 
tional Guard. This is the policy of the War 
Department and was concurred in by the Na- 
tional Headquarters of the Reserve Officers 
Association. The Reserve Officers Association 
indicates now that a deadline should be es- 
tablished for the furnishing of these units by 
che National Guard and if they are not fur- 
nished as scheduled, then, the units should 
be placed in the troop basis of the Organized 
Reserve Corps, permitting utilization of its 
present manpower. 

“Many inquiries have been made concern- 
ing promotions. Officers feel that they should 
be given immediate information regarding 
the qualifications. First, may I state that it 
must be remembered that all qualified officers 
received a promotion upon separation from 
service, These officers then, and they are in 
the great majority, cannot qualify for promo- 
tion for several years, On the other hand, 
there are many officers who failed to be pro- 
moted because of insufficient time in grade 
or lacking the necessary efficiency rating, It 
is realized that these officers are anxious to 
pursue the necessary work to qualify. In 
establishing a post-war promotion policy it 
is necessary and logical that the plan he co- 
ordinated between the components. A promo- 
tion policy for all civilian component officers 
on inactive duty status has been under study 
by the Section 5 Committee and divisions of 
the War Department since July 1945, The 
civilian components promotion policy can be 
approved by the War Department, However, 
the Regular Army promotion policy must be 
approved by Congress and awaiting this ap- 
proval, which is now before the Congress, 
final action on the policy for civilian com- 
ponent officers must be delayed.” 





Canada-U. S. Defense Industries 

The Canada-United States Committee 
recommended this week that the Cana- 
dian Chamber of Commerce and the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States give combined attention to the sub- 
ject of industrial mobilization of the two 
countries on a joint basis for defense. 
This committee is maintained by the two 
business organizations. 

The committee recommends further 
that the two organizations hold meetings 
with appropriate military or other 
authorities of the two governments to 
study the subject of joint defense. 





Lt. Comdr. Little Acquitted 

The Navy Department issued the fol- 
lowing announcement on 18 June: 

“Then General Court Martial trial of Lt. 
Comdr. Edward N. Little, USN, conducted at 
the Naval Gun Factory, Washington, D. C., 
that lasted 98 days in which 75 witnesses 
were heard—38 for the Prosecution and 37 
for the Defense, has been completed, Lieu- 
tenant Commander Little was acpuitted of 
all charges preferred against him. 

“Three charges were preferred against Lieu- 
tenant Commander Little as folluws: 

“Conduct unbecoming an officer and gentle- 
man, under which there were 6 specifications. 
Five of these specifications alleged that he 
turned prisoners of war over to the Japanese 
at whose hands they received or were ex- 
posed to cruel, brutal and inhuman treatment. 
The sixth alleged that he kept and consumed 
more than his rightful share of Red Cross 
parcels. 

“Maltreatment of a person subject to his 
orders, under which there were 13 specifica- 
tion, 2 of which alleged that he struck pris- 
oners of war; 2 that he ordered other pris- 
oners to beat other prisoners; 9 that he de- 
prived prisoners of meals. 

“Conduct to the prejudice of good order 
and discipline, under which there were three 
specifications: one alleged that he wasted 
food knowing that all other prisoners were 
suffering from malnutrition; 2 that he 
threatened to report prisoners of war to the 
Japanese authorities. 

“All of the witnesses, both prosecution and 
defense, were at one time in the same camp 
with Lieutenant Commander Little. 

“The record of the trial which is now being 
completed will consist of approximately 1900 
pages and 24 exhibits. Upon its comp'etion 
by the Court it will be forwarded to the Navy 
Department for review and final action by 
the Secretary of the Navy.” 


Unload Millionth Ton 


Seoul, Korea—Ceremonies were held 
here recently to celebrate the unloading 
of the 1,000,000th ton of military cargo, 
since 1 June last year, at Inchon, charac- 
terized by officials and the 1,600 military 
personnel assigned there as the “best 
damn port in the Pacific.” Those same 
words, in letters two feet high, greet 
every person who walks up “Charlie” 
Pier on his arrival in Korea. 

The program included a congratulatory 
address by Lt. Gen. John R. Hodge. com- 
manding general of the United States 
Army Forces in Korea. 

The record of the 3rd Medium Port, 
Inchon, is one of which Brig. Gen. Robert 
O. Shoe, commanding general of Korea 
Base Command, and Col. John B. Grin- 
stead, ort Commander, as well as all 
personnel associated with the Korea Base 
Command, can well be proud. 

Port operations are in charge of Maj. 
Rae A. Donaldson. Maj. Ben Ward holds 
the important job of Pier Superintendent, 
in command of activities in the tidal 
basin, and Maj. George B. Swindell, 
Port Stevedore Officer, coordinates the 
work of Korean stevedores and Ameri- 
can soldier and civilian technicians.

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Regular Army Enlistments 

Both the Senate and the House of 
Representatives this week passed the bill 
to establish a permanent system of 
volunteer enlistments in the Regular 
Army designed to fit the future variable 
requirements of the Service and to pave 
the way for the setting up of the proposed 
enlisted “career plan” next year. 

The measure now goes to conference to 
iron out differences between the versions 
of the two houses. 

In reporting the measure to the Senate, 
the Committee on Armed Services ex- 
plained the bill as follows: 

Purpose 

The purpose of this bill is to establish a 
permanent system of volunteer enlistments in 
the Regular Military Establishment designed 
to fit the future variable requirements of the 
Army. The bill further authorizes certain 
benefits to enlisted men for the purpose of 
encouraging enlistment and reenlistment in 
the Regular Army on a career basis. The 
amendments added to the bill will terminate 
the payment of mustering-out pay and reduce 
the minimum age for enlistment in the Na- 
tional Guard from 18 to 17, Another amend- 
ment deletes section 3 of the original bill. 
This section of the original bill would have 
removed the limitation that the number of 
enlisted men in the Regular Army will not 
exceed 280,000 except in time of war or similar 
emergency. 

Necessity 

“Paragraph 15 of section 127a of the Na- 
tional Defense Act requires that all enlist- 
ments in time of war or other national emer- 
gency shall be for the duration of the war or 
emergency plus 6 months. 

“Present permanent law with regard to en- 
listments in the Regular Army not in time of 
war or other emergency is set forth in sec- 
tion 27 of the National Defense Act, as 
amended (10 U. S, C. 627, 628). This section 
authorizes original enlistments for a period 
of 1 to 3 years, at the option of the soldier, 
and reenlistments for a period of 3 years. 
Temporary law (Public Law 190, 79th Cong.) 
now in effect with regard to enlistments in 
the Regular Army until 30 June 1947, author- 
izes original enlistments and reenlistments 
for 18 months or 2 or 3 years. 

“Accordingly, on 1 July 1947, section 127a 
of the National Defense Act will become op- 
erative and all enlistments in the Army will 
be for the duration of the present war plus 6 
months. The War Department considers that 
return to this indefinite enlistment period will 
virtually stop all enlistments in the Army. 
Similarly, upon the termination of the present 
war, section 27 of the National Defense Act 
will become operative and the majority of en- 
listments will be for the 1-year period. The 
War Department considers that the longer 
periods of enlistment, as provided for in this 
bill, will result in greater efficiency in the 
Utilization of personnel. 

Sectional Analysis 

“Section 1 of the bill further amends the 
first paragraph of section 27 of the National 
Defense Act, so as to authorize the Secretary 
of War, at his discretion, to accept original 
enlistments in the Regular Army for periods 
of 2, 3, 4, 5, or 6 years from among qualified 
male persons not less than 17 years of age. 
Reenlistments are likewise authorized for pe- 
riods of 3, 4, 5, or 6 years, except that enlisted 
men of the first three grades may reenlist for 
unspecified periods of time on a career basis, 
under such regulations as the Secretary of 
War may prescribe, A person reenlisted for 
an unspecified period of time, after having 
served 3 years, is permitted to resign from 
the service, with certain specified exceptions, 
It is the intent of the War Department to put 
the senior noncommissioved officer on a some- 
what comparable basis with an officer, by not 
requiring a definite enlistment period, in or- 
der to encourage the Army as a career, The 
My) ar Department believes that the 2-year en- 
listment is the minimum that should be con- 
sidered for efficient operation, and the vari- 
able terms of enlistment at the discretion of 
the Secretary of War will allow latitude to 
meet the fluctuating requirements in men. The 
bill further provides that a person under 18 
shall not be enlisted without the written con- 
Sent of parents or guardian, Any person under 
18 years of age, who has enlisted without the 
Written consent of parents or guardian, will 
he discharged upon the application of par- 
ents or guardian. 

“The bill further provides that any enlisted 
Person discharged from the Regular Army, 
and who is recommended for reenlistment, 
Shall be permitted to reenlist with the rank 
_ at time of discharge, provided he reen 
“ os within a period to be specified by the 
“a retary of War, but not to exceed 3 months. 
. Tesent statutes require reenlistment within 
*0 days in order to reenlist in grade. 

“Section 2. This section of the bill provides 
that any person who enlists or reenlists in the 
Regular Army after 1 June 1945, in the 
Seventh grade (private) shall, upon the com- 
Pletion of recruit training, but not later than 
+ months subsequent to the date of enlist- 
oo be promoted to sixth grade, or private 
ond class, provided he meets certain pre- 

ed qualifications. Present law provides 





for promotion within 6 months under similar 
conditions. 

“The committee recommend that section 3 
of the original bill be deleted, This section 
would remove the present statutory limitation 
of 280,000 enlisted men in the Regular Army 
except in time of war or similar emergency. 
While the committee have not considered this 
present limitation as being correct, they are 
of the opinion that the present limitation 
should remain in foree pending study and 
recommendations at a later date, 

“Section 3. Paragraph 4 of section 10 of the 
Pay Readjustment Act of 1942, as amended, 
provides for the payment of an enlistment al- 
lowance of $50 for each year served in an en- 
listment period from which he has been dis- 
charged, to an enlisted man who reenlists 
within a period of 3 months from date of dis- 
charge. In order to provide for the person re- 
enlisting for an unspecified period as pro- 
vided in section 1 of this bill, section 10 of the 
Pay Readjustment Act is further amended 
to provide that persons enlisting for an un- 
specified period will be paid $50 at the com- 
pletion of each year of service, This amend- 
ment will result in some increase in cost to 
the Government, since under this amend- 
ment the enlisted man, enlisted for an in- 
definite time, will automatically receive $50 
at the end of each year of service, whereas 
normally he would not be paid this allowance 
for his last enlistment period. It was the orig- 
inal intent of the War Department to further 
liberalize this allowance, but because of ob- 
jection of the Bureau of the Budget, as stated 
in the last paragraph of the letter from the 
Secretary of War below, this section of the bill 
was made to coincide as closely as practicable 
with present law. 

“Section 4, This section repeals sections 
653 and 653a of title 10, United States Code, 
effective 1 July 1947, which is the effective date 
of this bill, if enacted. Section 653a authorizes 
the discharge of an enlisted man under 21 
years of age from the Army, not in time of 
war or other emergency, upon application of 
parents or guardian, presented within 6 
months after date of enlistment. This pro- 
vision is not included in this bill, Section 5 
further repeals any other law in conflict there- 
with. 

“The committee recommend that the bill be 
amended by the addition of sections 5 and 6 
to accomplish as follows: 

“Section 5. This section amends the Mus- 
tering-Out Payment Act of 1944 to terminate 
the payment of mustering-out pay to any per- 
son entering upon active service or enlisting 
in the armed services on or after the first day 
of the first month following approval. Both 
the War Department and the Navy Depart- 
ment are in accord with this action. 

“Section 6, This section amends sections 57 
and 58 of the National Defense Act to reduce 
the minimum age of enlistment in the Na- 
tional Guard from 18 years to 17 years. Since 
the Army and Navy are authorized to accept 
enlistments, under certain conditions, at age 
17 as compared with the age of 18 for the 
National Guard, the latter is handicapped in 
its enlistment program.” 


Foreign Currency Negotiations 

Assistant Secretary of War Petersen, 
in a statement 17 June on foreign cur- 
rency transactions before the Senate In- 
vestigating Committee, gave an explana- 
tion of negotiations with the Russians. 

Following are excerpts from his state- 
ment: 

“On 8 April 1944, the Russian Goverrment 
sent a note to the United States stating that 
if the plates were not delivered to the Rus- 
sians, the Soviet Government would be com- 
pelled to prepare independently Military 
marks for Germany of its own pattern. 

“The British Government advised this Gov- 
ernment that the use of a Russian-produced 
mark currency distinct from that used by the 
United States and the British would be preju- 
dicial, and agreed that the Russians should 
be given the plates from which the currency 
was printed. After due consideration, the 
United States Government agreed to make the 
plates available to the Russians, and this was 
done. On 18 April 1944, the Soviet Ambas- 
sador was furnished with glass negatives and 
positives of plates for the use of the Soviet 
Government in the printing of Allied Military 
marks, together with technical information on 
inks, paper and other elements of the print- 
ing procedure.” 

“There was and is no obligation on the part 
of the United States or other occupying pow- 
ers to redeem Allied Military marks. The first 
quadripartite agreement with reference to this 
matter was entered into on 20 September 
1945, and provided assurance that the Ger- 
man Government would redeem this currency. 
Moreover, provision can be made in the Treaty 
of Peace to provide for the redemption of 
any of this currency still held by us.” 


Red Warning Issued 

The current issue of Army Talk, a 
War Department publication prepared by 
the Army Information Branch, Troop In- 
formation and Education Division, deals 
with Communism in the United States 
and measures to curb it. 

Some months prior to the appearance 





of this publication the War Department 
had declared obsolete several items of 
troop information material dealing with 
Russia. These included “Our Ally Rus- 
sia,” “Russian Army,” and “Lands of the 
Soviet.” 

Regarding the Communist attitude to- 
ward the U. 8S. Army, Army Talk states 
that they “hate our American Army in 
particular, because the presence of one 
million trained men who have pledged 
their lives to ‘defend the Constitution of 
the United States against all enemies, 
whomsoever—’ is a strong barrier against 
their aims to take over the Government.” 

The publication also says: 

“Before Germany attacked Russia in 1941, 
Communists in the United States were very 
busy trying to weaken the Army in every way 
possible. 

“As soon as V-J Day came, Communists in 
and out of the Army did another about-face. 
They knew that several million Americans 
were anxious to get home. They played on 
this desire by drumming up resentment 
against the Army and military authority.” 





Munitions Board Chairman 

President Truman “18 June named 
Thomas J. Hargrave, president of the 
Eastman Kodak Co., chairman of the 
Army-Navy Munitions Board, succeeding 
Richard R. Dupree. The appointment is 
effective 1 July. 

Announcement of the appointment fol- 
lowed closely upon a White House visit 
by Under Secretary of War Royall, War 
Department member of the joint board, 
and Mr. Hargrave. 

Mr. Dupree, who has served as chair- 
man since February 1946, will continue 
to assist the Board in an advisory capac- 
ity. 

Mr. Hargrave, a native of Wymore, 
Neb., is a graduate of the University of 
Nebraska and Harvard Law School. He 
has a law practice in Rochester, N. Y., has 
been president of the Eastman Kodak Co. 
since 1941 and has been associated with 
the company for 21 years. 

Captain of a machine gun company in 
France during World War I, Mr. Har- 
grave was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Cross by General of the Armies 
John J Pershing for extraordinary brav- 
ery in action. He also served as a Cavalry 
private on the Mexican border in 1916-17. 

The appointment was made on the 
recommendation of Secretary of War Pat- 
terson and Secretary of the Navy For- 
restal. 


Col. Michaelis Aide to C. of S. 

Col. John H. Michaelis, USA, has been 
assigned as Aide-de-Camp to General of 
the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, Chief 
of Staff. He replaces Col. James Stack, 
who is on terminal leave. 

Colonel Michaelis, who was graduated 
from the U. 8S. Military Academy in 1936 
and commissioned in the Infantry, has 
recently been serving as chief of the 
Procurement Section, Manpower Control 
Group, Personnel and Administration 
Division, War Department General Staff. 

In World War II, Colonel Michaelis en- 
tered the air assault on Normandy as 
Regimental Executive Officer of the 502d 
Parachute Infantry, 101st Airborne Divi- 
sion. He assumed command of the regi- 
ment upon landing, the regimental com- 
mander being a drop casualty. He later 
received a battlefield promotion to the 
grade of Colonel. Colonel Michaelis com- 
manded the 502d Parachute Infantry dur- 
ing the air invasion of Holland, being 
wounded slightly 19 Sept. 1944 and seri- 
ously three days later. He became Chief 
of Staff of the 101st Airborne Division

Bernard Baruch Honored 

A bust of Bernard M, Baruch was pre- 
sented to the National War College, 
Washington, D. C., at a ceremony 13 June. 
The bust, executed by Rudolph Evans, 
was made possible through a fund raised 
by contributions of members of the War 
Industries Board of World War I, one 
of the agencies with which Mr. Baruch 
served. 

The presentation was made by Herbert 
Bayard Swope of New York City to Vice 
Adm, H. W. Hill, Commandant, on behalf 
of the National War College. Mr. Baruch, 
who contributed to American leadership 
in two World Wars, attended and spoke. 
He lectured annually at the Army War 
College, as it was then known, in the in- 
terval between World War I and World 
War II. 

In presenting the bust, Mr. Swope said : 

“The record of the man we honor today will 
outlive this bronze. The book written by life 
is the final memorial. Nevertheless, this monu- 
ment, and its emplacement here, is a public 
tribute to great services greatly rendered. And 
coming during his life, it is heart pleasing, 
for all of us are gratified by public recogni- 
tion. 

“May America benefit for a long time by 
the spirit the years have developed in Bernard 
Mannes Baruch. His life has been lengthened 
by the gratitude of the people who recognize 
in him their tribune. May he long be spared 
to serve them with the eye of the seer and 
the heart of truth.” 

In his replying speech Mr. Baruch said : 

“Tf I have been at all helpful to the Nation's 
needs, it is due to those who have helped me. 
I dare not give names for fear the listing 
would be incomplete, but in the first war and 
in this, I have been fortunate beyond words 
in having at my right hand men of vision, of 
stature, of action, who, because they knew 
how to give orders, would take them.”

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Marriage Ban Lifted 


Suspension of restrictions which would 
have prohibited the marriage of second 
lieutenants commissioned in the Regular 
Army after 1 July 1949 for a year after 
the date of original commission was an- 
nounced 16 June by the War Department. 

Hereafter, newly-commissioned Regular 
Army second lieutenants will be free to 
marry on the same basis as other officer 
grades. Current regulations prohibiting 
the marriage of West Point cadets until 
after graduation are not involved and re- 
main in effect, it was explained. Removal 
of the projected marriage restrictions was 
requested by the Superintendent of the 
U. S. Military Academy and approved by 
General of the Army Dwight D. Bisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, 

The marriage ban was first authorized 
by Congress in 1939 under the law provid- 
ing for probationary commissions revoca- 
ble within a three-year period at the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of War with the 
stipulation the ban not be put into effect 
until 1942. It was waived by the War De- 
partment in March 1942 for the duration 
of the war. The 1949 date was set in No- 
vember 1945 in order not to affect cadets 
who entered the academy during the war. 


AGF Leaders’ Courses 

Nearly 200 trainees have been promoted 
to private first class upon graduation as 
the first group to complete Army Ground 
Forces’ new potential leaders’ course for 
enlisted men, General Jacob L. Devers, 
commanding Army Ground Forces, an- 
nounced 18 June. 

The leaders’ courses are one month in 
length and are being conducted at Ft. Dix, 
N. J., Ft. Ord, Calif., and Ft. Knox. Ky.

over 11,000,000 men, including problems that

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Discharge of Medical Officers 


A streamlining of discharge criteria for 
all Medical Department officers, effective 
1 July, was announced this week by the 
War Department. 

All non-volunteer doctors, dentists, die- 
titians, Veterinary and Sanitary Corps 
officers will be eligible for separation upon 
completion of two years’ service. Nurses, 
physical therapists, and officers of the 
Medical Administrative Corps, except 
those who have volunteered for extended 
active duty, will be eligible for immediate 
separation. 

Critically needed medical officers can 
still be individually retained where it is 
essential for the proper care of patients, 
the announcement said. At present there 
are 36 specialists being retained as essen- 
tial in Army hospitals. 

Maj. Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, The Sur- 
geon General, explained that the new 
plan will permit the separation of spe- 
cialists who previously had been subject 
to three years’ service, and emphasized 
that it will facilitate the reclassification 
of young doctors in specialist grade. 

Service requirement for Veterinary and 
Sanitary Corps officers will be reduced 
from 32 to 24 months. There is no change 
for dentists, dietitians and nurses. Prac- 
tically all non-volunteer Medical Admin- 
istrative Corps officers and Physical Ther- 
apists have already been separated.

Maj., Cav.: “I believe that the ‘B’ Board 
should be made to work to weed out unfit 
officers. The new bill would make an officer 
corps of ‘Yes Men.’ ” 

Capt., TC: “Many, in fact most of the 
newly integrated officers, had some civilian 
connection. In entering the Army they severed 
these connections entirely, supposedly with 
the view in mind that they were not sacri- 
ficing their future security. Now they find 
that their future security is perhaps drasti- 
cally threatened, I favor a small percentage 
(10%) promotion ahead of schedule. Keep 
the 7-14-21 year feature.” 

Maj., AC-Ret.: “Under the proposed legis 
lation we will be creating a duplication of 
conditions which existed in the German Army 
Caste System, with Annapolis and West 
Pointers occupying the position of the Junk- 
ers, Is there any doubt in anyone’s mind 
just who will be on the ‘plucked end’ by the 
Plucking Board? Did the Navy Plucking 
Board cure the evils of the Naval Promotion 
System? Just what kind of men are you 
going to get in this man’s Army who are 
willing to be aggressive, stick out their necks, 
get things done and get kicked out (not 
plucked) at the end of 15 years.” 

Lt. Col., Inf.: “I am not in favor of the pro 
posal in the Army bill insofar as it pertains 
to a longer time in grade than for equivalent 
ranks in the Navy. I think it reasonable to 
believe that young men seeking a career in 
the Armed Forces would be influenced by the 
quicker promotion available in one service 
in comparison with the other two and the 
service of the faster promotion would there- 
fore receive the best talent. What we need 
is a complete integration of all services, same 
uniform, same titles, same pay and allow- 
ances scale, and same opportunity—this new 
bill does not lead in that direction from the 
above point of view. 2. From an academic 
point of view I would be interested in having 
clarified for me the following question: ‘How 
are the persons whose names will be pre 
sented to selection boards for promotion to 
fill initial vacancies to be chosen? a, By the 
old age in grade system? b. By the new, 
accelerated age in grade system? c. Or, by 
war record or some other arbitrary system? 

“Your efforts to allow the people who will 
be the recipients of the results of the Dill 
to exert an influence in its provisions is 
greatly appreciated.” 

Capt., SigC: “I favor promotion by merit 
I do feel that active service as a Regular 
Army enlisted man should be counted to- 
wards 20-year retirement as there are numer- 
ous newly integrated officers with from 4 
to 10 years’ enlisted service. I also fee] that 
as much consideration should be given tem- 
porary ranks as is given age. For example,

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Future of Television 

Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff, president of 
the Radio Corporation of America, ad- 
dressing the annual convention of the 
Radio Manufacturers Association in 
Chicago 12 June said that the future of 
the industry is to be found not only in 
standard broadcasting, but also in tele- 
vision, frequency modulation, industrial 
electronics and foreign trade. 

Television alone with its vast possibili- 
ties for home, theater and industrial use 
represents opportunities, General Sarnoff 
said, that wili enable the radio industry 
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to achieve new records on an unending | 


road to progress. He predicted the ulti- 
mate fusion of sound broadcasting with 
television. 

Calling attention to the fact that tech- 
nical and economic conditions which re- 
tarded the growth of FM during the war 
and in the early post-war period have now 
been removed, he said: 

“The measure of its success will be deter- 
mined largely by the quality and variety of the 
programs transmitted over FM stations. I be- 
lieve that the fullest benefits to the public and 
the larger opportunities for sales will come 
only when programs now broadcast by stand- 
ard stations and networks are permitted to be 
sent simultaneously over FM stations. Let us 
hope that present-day restrictions, which for- 
bid this, may soon, be removed.” 

Evaluating the possibilities of indus- 
trial television, he said: 

“The television eye makes it possible to see 
anything, almost anywhere,” he declared. “It 
can be used to observe dangerous chemical 
processes. It can be put into blast furnaces to 
permit the study of the flame. Television 
brings a camera eye into mines and tunnels. It 
can be lowered into tank cars as well as into 
the depths of the sea. Fishermen may drop a 
television eye over the side to locate schools 
of’ fish and oyster beds. Explorers will scan 
marine life and the geology of the ocean floor. 
Wrecks at any depth will be observed from the 
decks of ships without endangering divers. 

“Television presents a panoramic view. I 
envisage factory superintendents at their 
desks overlooking their outlying plants, even 
those in distant cities, through television. 
Centralization of inspection is made possible : 
the assembly line can be observed at one or at 
many points, thus facilitating visual control 
of all operations. Coordination along the line 
is made possible; the delivery of parts can be 
watched and properly timed ; movement of the 
belt can be regulated for utmost efficiency and 
work performance can be surveyed and time- 
studied.” 

In addition to industrial television, 
General Sarnoff pointed to industrial 
electronics as a relatively new field which 
already indicates a continued growth 
and rapid expansion. 

Describing the small town as “a natural 
television stage.” General Sarnoff said: 

“The belief that a local television station 
cannot be erected and operated without a large 
investment is wrong. Television programming 
ean be started by local stations, in a small 
way, with a minimum of facilities, and ex 
panded as receiving sets and commercial spon 
sors increase. In the meantime, until net 
works are available, films of live shows and 
newsreels can be flown to stations throughout 
the country to add to their program variety 
Like the many independent local broadcasting 
stations, which are successful and profitable, 
television stations also will thrive upon local 
talent and community service.” 
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Medical Effects of Atom 


A Bureau of Atomic Defense has been 
established in the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery to carry on extensive studies 
of the biological effects of atomic weapons 
and radioactivity on the human body. 

While the bureau will be concerned 
generally with all the medical problems 
which atomic energy has brought to the 
world, its big job at present is to try to 
assess the value to medicine of radio- 
active isotopes. 

, Rear Adm. Clifford A. Swanson, USN, 
Surgeon General of the Navy, revealed ex- 
istence of the atomic study group in an 
address before the American Medical As- 
sociation 10 June in Atlantic City. Capt. 
Charles F. Beheren (MC) USN, as Chief 
of Radiological Service, heads the bureau.

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Comments on Navy Bill 


The following comments on the Navy 
Department’s proposed promotion bill 
have been received by the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL, 

Copies of all comments and suggestions 
sent to the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL will 
be turned over to the members of the 
Senate and House Committees on Armed 
Services. These copies will contain no 
identification of the individual officers 
submitting them. The originals will be 
kept strictly confidential in the ARMY 
AND NAVY JOURNAL’s offices. 

Lt. Comdr., USN: “I favor the bil 
drafted except the provision that an officer 
twice passed over can never again be con- 
sidered by a selection board and has no 
chance for further promotion. 

“All critics of both Army and Navy pro- 
motion plans will, I am sure, agree that pro- 
motion by selection is certainly the best plan 
if only the process of writing fitness reports 
and their comparison for selection purposes 
were done by some mechanical means where 
personality, politics, ‘bootlicking’ and all the 
other commonly used terms did not come into 
play. This, of course, is impossible and the 
Army is stuck by the seniority system and 
the Navy by the selection system, both having 
grievous evils. There seems to be no middle 
ground. 

“Back to my original statement, 
states that although an officer is once passed 
over it shall have no adverse effect on his 
coming before a selection board the second 
time and being promoted. Why then should 
a second failure the following year forever 
take away his chance for further promotion? 
For instance, the occasion may arise where 
an officer with approximately 15 years’ serv- 
ice has been twice passed over for Comdr., he 
has 5 more years to do before retirement at 
20 years’ service. I believe that for both the 
good of the individual and service, he should 
be given at least one more chance during 
those 5 years. In fact I see no reason why he 
should not be considered every time other 
than the necessity for more officers to spend 
time serving on selection boards and even this 
would certainly pay dividends. 

“The last 5 years for this officer to say 
the least would not be particularly ambitious 
ones. Yet it is not the intent of the bill to 
have this officer resign as he is given no 
monetary consideration at all if he does so. 

“The statement that outstanding, good and 
even average officers are never adversely af- 
fected by selection boards but that it is the 
below average ones that always get caught 
is simply not true. Too many examples can 
be found where two officers of like abilities 
doing the same fine job under different skip- 
pers have been given fitness reports that bore 
no resemblance whatsoever. This may be true 
not because of politics, personality, etc., but 
simply because one skipper is tough on fit- 
ness reports and the other tends toward 4.0. 
The only chance for such inequalities to be 
average is to let this officer keep coming be- 
fore selection boards until the end of his 
career.”

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Air Force Personnel 
(Continued from First Page) 
officer: (1) assignments peculiar to his 
gpecial field; (2) attendance at military 
schools, such as the Air University at 
Maxwell Field, Alabama, and other com- 
mand schools; (3) attendance at civilian 
educational institutions (this summer 
there will be 1,300 Air Forces officers 
undergoing additional schooling in civil- 
jan colleges and universities); and (4) 
placement in industry for short periods 

of time. 

When he has fulfilled these require- 
ments, the officer will have a thorough 
knowledge of his field and should feel 
ready to take over a responsible job in it. 

With economy and efficiency uppermost 
in our planning, we must seek quality 
instead of quantity. The future Air Forces 
officer will require greater knowledge and 
ability than was expected of the best in 
World War II. Aside from battlefield 
qualifications, he must have a thorough 
knowledge of social trends, diplomacy, 
and world relations. and a considerable 
amount of tolerance and humaneness. 
And, whereas before the Army Air Forces 
was built, for the most part, around the 
flying officer, now the scientist, specialist, 
and technically trained man assumes 
prime importance. The man behind the 
scenes in research and development will 
be a key figure in our future Air Force. 

Because the AAF now requires 90 per 
cent technically and specially trained per- 
sonnel, the major portion of our study 
and research is devoted to personnel prob- 
lems of the enlisted man. To attract the 
quality needed, we are developing a career 
guidance and ladders of advancement 
program that will make a career in the 
Air Forces fully as attractive to the en- 
listed man as to the officer. We are work- 
ing now on a system which will provide 
an overall pattern of job fields and offer 
wide opportunities to career soldiers for 
all-around development within a_ field. 
And to add further incentive, we intend 
also to establish a system of recognition 
of specialities and skills. 

We are planning the personnel program 
according to our interim troop basis 
which calls for 70 groups and 401,362 per- 
sonnel. Of this number, 63689. will be 
Regular Army and Reserve status officers 
and 337.673 will be enlisted men. Today 
the Air Forces is at rock bottom strength 
with approximately 20,000 officers and 
70,000 enlisted men less than basic re- 
quirements. However, we have a firm 
foundation upon which to build and our 
projected scale shows that by June, 1948, 
the number of enlisted men and officers 
Will rise to that of our planned basis, The 
officer strength will be increased in pro- 
portion to the increase in enlisted per- 
sonnel. 

We realize at this time that a great 
Many enlistees are testing the Air Forces, 
we might say, for career possibilities. 
Whether they decide to stay depends to 
a great extent on public opinion and pub- 
lic support, both financial and moral, of 
the Air Forces program. ‘Lhe permanent 
Postwar organization of the Army Air 
Forces has not yet been determined by 
Congress. That determination will be 
greatly affected by the ability of the Air 
Forces to crystallize plans for the main- 
tenance of its effective organization. 

If we are to develop and maintain the 
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U. S. COAST GUARD 








ECAUSE the appropriations ceiling 

likely to be approved for the Coast 
Guard during fiscal 1948 is considerably 
below the President’s budget, reductions 
in commissioned rank can be expected to 
hit Regular, Reserve, and Temporary of- 
ficers. 

Reductions in rank will be necessary as 
part of the general cutback in Coast 
Guard activities, as required by budge- 
tary limitations imposed by Congress. 
The Coast Guard’s request was cut $35,- 
904,400 by the House. and only $12,000,000 
was restored by the Senate. 

It is expected that the Service's officer 
personnel requirements will be deter- 
mined by a Headquarters board, which 
will recommend reductions considered ad- 
equate to bring personnel strength in line 
with funds allotted for that purpose. The 
board will doubtless find it necessary to 
recommend reductions for Regulars, re- 
version to permanent status for Tempor- 
ary officers, and separations for Reser- 
vists. 

Headquarters has announced that it is 
unlikely that officers selected for reduc- 
tion in rank or reversion to permanent 


status can be notified of such action very 
much in advance of the effective dates. 
“It is expected that this date may he as 
early as 1 Angust 1947,” Headquarters 
said, continuing: 

“Commissioned and warrant officers whose 
permanent status is enlisted should be ap- 
prised of the fact that, if they are reduced to 
their permanent status, all leave accrued as an 
officer and remaining to their credit on the 
date of reversion is forfeited. 

“The same situation obtains where an in- 
dividual is immediately reappointed to a low- 
er commissioned or a warrant rank, inasmuch 
as all temporary appointments must be re- 
voked and the person concerned thereby re- 
verts to his permanent enlisted status prior 
to effecting the reappointment. 

“In fairness to a'l officers whose present 
status is enlisted, it is desirab'e that they be 
fully apprised of the above and be granted 
the maximum amount of leave possible with- 
out incurring a charge for excess leave. 

“The above does not apply to officers whose 
permanent status is chief warrant, warrant, 
or acting warrant.” 

The Coast Guard had previously solic- 
ited requests for retirement or separation 
from both commissioned and warrant offi- 
cers, to assist in the formulation of plans 
for forthcoming reductions.

HILE Universal Military Training will not be authorized during the current 

session of Congress, it is nevertheless the fact that gratifying progress is being 
made toward the attainment of this essential provision for our defense and for the 
reasurrance of freedom loving nations that we will have strength to support our lead- 
ersip for a democratic peace. President Truman has given repeated evidence of his 
conviction that neither for its own security nor for the benefit of the world can the 
United States afford to be weak. A few days ago he sent to Congress the exhaustive 
report of an advisory committee of distinguished civilians which set forth its belief 
that the Nation must have small professional armed forces supported by a reserve of 
trained citizens, derived from a carefully planned program of universal training for 
young men. At the Princeton University bicentennial] celebration on Wednesday he, 
former President Hoover, General of the Army Eisenhower, Fleet Admiral Nimitz, 
Bernard M. Baruch, Viscount Alexander of Tunis, Governor General of Canada, and 
other distinguished personages received degrees. In his address on this occasion. the 
President bluntly declared that “the justification for universal training is its military 
mecessity.” Nothing could more clearly express his judgment as to the peril which 
involves the world, and his purpose to arrest and probably dissipate it before a shoot- 
ing war begins. Such a satisfactory goal obviously cannot be reached if the United 
States be weak, but if our youth be trained to replace our veterans, who, in a few 
gears, will be too old to be recalled to the colors, the forces behind our mora): leader- 
Ship will encourage the small nations to oppose totalitarianism and to restrain com- 
®unistic encroachments upon their liberties and territory. Fully apprised of the in- 
fernational situation, and correctly estimating its dangers, Senator Gurney, Chairman 
af the Armed Services Committee, decided to take up the matter next week, and 
bus advance universal military training toward action. As Congress will either recess 
Or adjourn about the middle of July, and in the latter case be recalled in extra session 
during the fall, the committee will be in a position to report the bill to the Senate. 
and if the situation vis a vis Russia is not cleared up, which is the prospect, then the 
‘legislation will be pressed to passage. Under the leadership of Representative Andrews, 
fhe House Armed Services Committee already has instituted hearings. The tenacity 
of Mr. Truman was especially shown by his insistence upon the enactment of t 
WDnification bill which now is assured, and he will display this quality by reiterating 
during the summer and to the reassembled Congress the imperative need of the train- 
tng program. 


RESIDENT TRUMAN, Secretary of War Patterson, and General of the Army 

Hisenhower are deeply concerned over the bickering between the National Guard 
‘nd Reserves and their failure to be in rapport with the Regular Establishment in the 
huilding of the strong Defense team they all are seeking. In a recent editorial, 
fhe AkMyY AND Navy JouRNAL treated of this unfortunate situation and urged that 
representatives of all components be called to Washington for a meeting of minds 
4n the best interest of our Security. Subsequently, the War Department made public a 
detter from General of the Army Eisenhower to all his key officers calling attention to 
®eports of “unwarranted distrust and lack of confidence” among officers of the various 
<omponents and demanding that “these unwise and unpatriotic actions be stopped 
at once.” The national convention of the Reserve Officers Association being held this 
week in Miami was utilized by Secretary of War Patterson to make a reply to the 
ditorial published in the ROA’s magazine attributing a “We don’t give a damn” state- 
gent to an unnamed Regular Army officer and charging that this reflected the attitude 
of the War Department in its treatment of Reserve matters. Mr. Patterson properly 
told the Reserves that any Regular Army officer who would make such a statement 
4s “obviously unsuited for duty in the War Department,” and furthermore gave his 
gown assurance that the Department “definitely does give a damn about the Reserves.” 
President Truman, too, sent a special message by his Military Aide, Maj. Gen. Harry 
#1. Vaughan, AUS, saying: “I shall continue to count on the Reserve Officers to work 
for the security which we as veterans are convinced is necessary for the peace of 
fhe world.” Further showing the concern in effecting a rapprochement between all 
components, top ranking War Department officials—General Devers, AGF command- 
er, Lt. Gen. Collins, chief of Information, and Maj. Gen. Bres, the Secretary's execu- 
tive for Reserve Affairs—went to Miami to plead for better relations between the 
members of the National Defense team. If the singleness of purpose and coordination 
af action which is being sought through the Unification bill is to be fully realized, 
ft must apply troughout the Armed Forces, and to this end we again urge the P’resi- 
dent to convene in Washington a meeting of representatives of the Regular Army, 
the National Guard, and Reserves so that all may see eye to eye on the momentous 





problems before the Nation and in an atmosphere of harmony solve them.

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First B-50 Completed 


The first of Boeing Aircraft Company’s 
new B50 superbombers rolled off the 
Seattle, Wash., factory’s final assembly 
floor 12 June. 

Successor to the Boeing B-29 Super- 
fortress of World War II, the B-50 has 
been described as the Air Forces’ new 
standard long range bomber.

Four 3,400 horsepower Pratt & Whitney 
Wasp Major engines will enable the 
bomber to cruise at speeds considerably 
in excess of any present bomber equipped

Navy Improves Night Flying 

Extensive experiments and _ studies 
aimed at improving the efficiency and 
safety of night flying are being conducted 





by the Navy at the Aero Medical Equip- 
ment Laboratory, Naval Air Material Cen- 
ter, Philadelphia. 

Under the direction of Capt. John R. 
Poppen (MC) USN, the experimental 
work embraces both exterior and interior 
lighting of aircraft, with emphasis on out- 
side illumination that will eliminate con- 
fusion of a night-tlying plane with ground 
lights or similar singe lights, and upon 
cockpit lighting that will allow the pilot 
to retain his visual night adaptation. 

A number of arrangements of lights on 
the outside of aircraft have been made 
to determine the best arrangement for 
general and particular applications. One 
of the most promising is the installation 
of bars of illuminated lucite on the wing 
tips and the trailing edges of the vertical 
rudder and horizontal elevator of the tail. 

Another arrangement is the direct il- 
lumination of parts of the plane, such as 
the vertical and horizontal surfaces of the 
tail, and a third experiment involves 
further study of, the system of flashing 
lights used by commercial airplanes.

Foreign Affairs—President Truman on 19 June nominated Charles E. Saltzman, 


Vice President of the New York Stock Exchange, to succeed Maj. Gen. John H.. 


Hilldring, USA-Ret., as Assistant Secretary of State in charge of policy in oc- 
cupied areas, when the latter resigns next Fall. Mr. Saltzman will go to the De- 
partment on 15 July as Special Assistant to the Secretary, in which capacity he 
will serve as understudy to General Hilldring until 1 Sept., when the latter’s 
resignation will become effective and Mr. Saltzman will take the oath as Assistant 
Secretary. In Mr. Saltzman, Secretary Marshall has secured an assistant who 
through wide experience in commerce and business, particularly in communications, 
ts possessed of a broad international outlook, and also who has a sound military 
background. Mr. Saltzman is the son of the late Maj. Gen. William McK. Saltzman, 
who graduated from the U. S. Military Academy as a Cavalryman but who became 
Ghief Signal Officer of the Army and subsequently a member of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission and delegate to a number of international communications 
meetings. Mr. Saltzman himself was graduated from West Point in 1925, winning 
a Rhodes Scholarship which sent him directly to Oxford where he was graduated 
with a master’s degree in 1928. He returned to the States to serve two years before 
resigning in 1980 to accept a position with the New York Telephone Company. He 
was commissioned in the New York National Guard and went on active duty in 
1910 having considerable service overseas where, as a brigadier general, he was 
advisor on public administration and public economy on the staff of General Mark 
Clark. 

In the matter.of European self-help as a qualification for American aid—which 
was the basis of Secretary of State Marshall’s recently enunciated proposal for 
Ruropean economic recovery—Britain and France took prompt action this week. 
¥rance proposed the establishment of four European committees on food, coal, steel 
and transport, to assess the needs and capabilities of Europe and to provide substan- 
tial information upon which America might act. British Foreign Secretary Bevin 
agreed to this but proposed that the four committees make their report to a superior 
committee yet to be named, over which the United Nations European Economie chair- 
man, Gunnar Myrdal, would be asked to preside. Mr. Bevin’s purpose is nominally 
to acquire for this enterprise the blessing of UN internationalism ; more realistically, 
it is to lessen the present hostility of Soviet Russia and indeed to encourage that 
Russian participation to which Secretary Marshall has offered a welcome, and 
without which it will be extremely difficult for such an encircled nation as Czechoslo- 
vakia to participate, however gyeat both its desire to do so and its capacity for useful 
membership in the enterprise. Certainly the Marshall plan, “the ray of light which 
has just illuminated the paths of men” in the words of M. Auriol, the French Presi- 
dent, is warmly supported in Great Britain by all save the leftwingers who retain 
their devotion to Moscow but are not averse to accepting American financial aid. As 
to plans for unlimited American aid former President Hoover again has issued a 
reminder that, necessary as it is for America to do its best to avert world starvation 
and to aid recovery, if grand scale aid is to be extended abroad the United States 
must make up its mind either to produce more than at present or to consume less. 
The greatest danger to the world, he continues, is for the United States to impair 
tts own economy to the extent of crippling its own productivity for its own welfare 
And the world’s. . 


General Lucius D. Clay, eommanding U. 8. troops in Germany, has sensibly 
ibarred the so-called Socialist Unity Party from operating In the American zone. His 
-@tated action merely refuses an application for operation in Bavaria, but it carries a 
guarantee that when application is made for the other sections of the American zone, 
Hesse and Wuerttemberg-Baden, there will be identical action. The decision is jus- 
‘ified on either of two counts: (1) that the “party” does not spring from German 
oil or German wish; it is Russian-sponsored and Russian-created for the sole pur- 
pose of the Russian program, and (2) affairs among the four zones of Germany 
®eing reciprocal, there is no reason to recognize a new party in the American zone 

bile the Russian governor refuses to recognize in the Russian zone the genuine, 

erman-born Social Democrat party of free election and expression, which has a 
large membership in General Clay’s area and a large would-be membership in the 
Gussian area itself. The American military governor’s action for the maintenance 
of political order is taken with a knowledge that Germany's immediate future ts 
attll dark. The food prospect is no better, for while shipments from outside have come 
jin satisfactory manner thus far, the current shipping strike might wreck that 
arrangement very quickly. Germany’s own food production, General Clay observes, 
ts unlikely to show improvement, for the prolonged winter destroyed some of the 
fall-planted crops, and at the same time postponed and prevented much of the 
apring planting, so that summer crops will be below expectations. Facing this gloomy 
Orospect for the winter, General Clay is wise in averting unnecessary trouble which 
the Seviet-sponsored “Unity party” could provoke. 

Following acceptance by the United Nations Commission for Conventional Arma- 
ments this week of the United States program for its “plan of work” and rejection 
of all ten, points in the Russian plan, Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko predicted the “collapse” of the UN disarmament efforts, This is a pre- 
diction which Mr. Gromyko can safely make, if for no other reason than that he 
ts in a position to bring that collapse about, not only through boycott of the Com- 
tnission’s meetings but more effectively by exercising his veto power in the Security 
Council which must approve the Commission’s plan of work before it can proceed. 
The crux of the difference between the plans of the United States and Soviet Russia 
remains as it has in the past—Russia’s insistence and the U. S. denial that the Dis- 
armament Commission take into consideration the prohibition of atomic and other 
weapons of mass destruction in fixing the size of the Armed Forces authorized for 
gach member nation. The British representative, Sir Alexander Cadogan, pointed 
@ut that the General Assembly resolution mentioned both the abolition of atomic 
warfare and general disarmament but left them both to their respective Commissions 
and that inasmuch as the membership of those two Commissions is virtually identical 
there would be a natural liaison in the handling of the problems. Nevertheless Mr. 

- Gromyko insisted and predicted collapse. In the meantime, in Washington, Father 
Edmund A. Walsh, vice president of Georgetown University and a member of the 
President’s advisory commission on universal service, told the House Committee on 
Armed (Services that: Russia already has both the formula and the know-how on 





the manufacture of atomic bombs and will be ready for atomic warfare within 
three or four years. x 


U. S. Naval Academy—aA formal course in Leadership, for which comments and 
practical situations were recently solicited as background, was instituted at the 
Naval Academy during the academic year just completed. It is administered by the 
Executive Department under the Commandant of Midshipmen and the Head of the 
Academic Section of that Department. The Superintendent, Rear Adm. James [, 
Holloway, jr., USN, has written of the Leadership course as follows: 

“The Class of 1948-B is the first class to receive the benefits of this course, being 
the first class since World War II to follow a four-year curriculum. The Leadership 
Course consists of sixteen hours Second Class Year, designed to prepare the midship 
men for their responsibilities as leaders in the Brigade during First Class Year; 
and thirty-two hours First Class Year, designed to prepare the midshipmen for their 
responsibilities as leaders of men after graduation. The classes are held on an open 
forum basis, and current problems involving brigade life can always be brought into 
class for discussion. 

“The Executive Department, in cooperation with the Department of Psychology, 
University of Maryland, is preparing a text for the course which will be ready for 
the Academic Year 1947-48. This text will be given wide circulation throughout the 
Navy as soon as it is printed. 

“In addition to the Leadership Course, the Executive Department has prepared 
a fifteen-hour Orientation Course to be presented to the incoming Fourth Class during 
plebe summer, using open forum classroom procedure. 

“Certain changes have been made in the Naval Academy way of life to bring the 
discipline system in line with the principles being taught in these corses.” 


Post Exchanges—General Jonathan M. Wainwright, Commanding General of 
the Fourth Army, with headquarters at Ft. Sam Houston, Texas, has concurred in 
the extension of centralization of post exchanges to the Fourth Army Area, according 
to an announcement made today by Col. William H. Kendall, Chief of Army Exchange 
Service, Office of the Chief of Special Services, War Department. The operation will 
become effective 25 Aug. 1947. 

Centralized operation of post exchanges previously was established in the Frst, 
Second and Third Army Areas and in the Military District of Washington. 

Fourth Army exchanges will continue to do their own procurement; however 
payments will be made by the Regional Office of Army Exchange Service, Dallas, 
Texas. Exchange operations at Class I, II, III installations of Fourth Army will be 
streamlined under the centralization plan, 

The two principal objectives of this concept of exchange operations are the 
establishment of uniform cost and selling prices at lowest possible levels and pro 
vision for payment of maximum permissible dividends to post trust funds of particl- 
pating installations. 

Post Exchanges sell merchandise as authorized by the War Department at prices 
which permit paying costs of operation and provide a profit which flows into Welfare 
and Recreation funds at each military installation. These funds are used for the 
morale, welfare and recreation of military personnel including those hospitalized. 


National Guard—aAccording to reports from Adjutants General of the several 
states and Hawaii and Puerto Rico the strength of the National Guard was 85,909 
as of 30 May, Maj. Gen. Butler B. Miltonberger, Chief, National Guard Bureau, has 
announced. Oklahoma, the first state to have all of its ground units granted federal 
recognition, leads the states in the number of recruits, 5,670. Alabama, which also 
has all of its ground units federally recognized, ranks third with 4,034, following 
is Pennsylvania which has 4,733. Eight states have more than 3,000 in the National 
Guard, and 11 others have more than 2.000. 

Seven fighter squadrons were among 33 air units and 85 ground units granted 
federal recognition during the week ending 6 June. Since the first federal recognition 
was given in August 1946, 2,234 ground units and 257 air units, a total of 2,491, have 
been recognized. 

Recognition by the French Government for exceptional service during World 
War II has been accorded Col. Julius Klein, commanding officer of the 33d Quarter- 
master Group, Illinois National Guard. Colonel Klein has been nominated to the 
rank of Chevalier in the French National Order of the Legion of Honor.

Army grades, Selection has always been used 
by the Army for promotion to grades above 
colonel. But a’ways in the past, in the lower 
grades, seniority alone controlled Army pro- 
motions, The subcommittee was strongly in 


favor of this change. 


Let me say here, for the benefit of those 
who were not on the subcommittee, that be- 
yond using the same word “Selection,” the 





Army and Navy promotion systems, as out- 
lined in this bill, correspond very little at 
the present time in governing promotions up 
to and including the graces of lieutenant 
colonel and commander. Actually, the Army 
selection system as proposed in title 5 of this 
bill is, in the lower grades, an elimination 
system—so that all qua‘ified officers will be 
selected up, and only the unqualified will 
go out, rather than selecting only the best 
qualified officers up, as is the case in the Navy 
system, to fill a limited number of vacancies. 
There are exce'lent reasons for this difference 
in approach by the services, only one of which 
I will mention at this time—that is, that the 
introduction of se’ection into the Army is so 
novel an undertaking, with such far-reaching 
effects on the careers of tens of thousands 
of officers who have grown up under a senior- 
ity system in use throughout the Army’s his- 
tory, the Army of necessity must embark into 
this undertaking with caution. As a result, 
and because of other basic differences be- 
tween the services at the present time, the 
Army selection, in grades below colonel, 
will operate initially as a method by which 
to force out incompetent officers, On the other 
hand, the Navy system, beginning in the 
grade of lieutenant commander, will force 
out about one of every five officers in each 
grade when the system stabilizes, in order to 
Preserve the required distribution of officers 
and to maintain the proper age levels in each 
grade. 
Temporary Promotions 

It is important to keep in mind that both 
services, in many respects, are still under 
wartime conditions, especially in regard to 
Personnel requirements. Take the Navy pro- 
motion system, for example. Title 1 sets up 
the permanent promotion plan for the Navy 
line officers and for the Marines. Title 2 does 
the same thing, using the Navy running-mate 
System, for the Navy staff corps. But title 3 
deals with temporary promotions, which will 
have to be continued in the Navv for a con- 
siderable time to come, By applying Regular 
Navy officer percentages to the temporary 
strength of the Navy, these promotions will 
be continued on a closely defined basis vntil 
they are no longer needed, Under the terms 
of the bill they will pass out of the picture 
not later than 10 years hence. 

In the Army a comparable situation exists. 
Section 515 of title 5 of the Army bill con- 
tinues Army temporary promotions so long 
&8 they are necessary in that service. Rear 
in mind that Army Regular officer strength 
Will reach only about 37,500 officers this year; 





nevertheless, 


the Army officer active-duty 
Sceogie WH be weil over 100,000. In the 
Navy not more than 27,000 Regulars are rep- 
re:euted in its more than 40,000 officers, 

So you can see that what 1s being done by 
these bills is to provide a permanent, career 
p'an for those in the Regular Army and 
Regular Navy while at the same time provid- 
ing for the carrying along of many thousands 
of temporary officers for some years ahead. 
One result of this situation is that it is pre- 
mature for any of us to say that the programs 
contained in H. R. 3830 will finally answer 
the promotional needs of the services. Some 
5 or 10 years hence we will know better what, 
in detail, those needs wil] be, For the present, 
however, the programs offer needed stability 
to the Regulars; they permit personnel plan- 
ning in both services to proceed efficiently ; 
and they provide a means by which to meet 
the temporary officer requirements of all the 
services. 

Various important changes in old promo- 
tion 'aw are effected by the Army and Navy 
in this legislation, I wi'} summarize them 
then take up the changes made in the pro- 
ae by the subcommittee. I will 
ake the Navy program first— 

Set a ee Zz st—titles 1 through 

First, Navy permanent promotions are re- 
introduced. They have been discontinued 
since 1942. The subcommittee quickly recog- 
nized the urgent need of this, in order to 
provide some incentive for Regular Navy of- 
ficers to remain in service and to offer some 
inducement to capable men to make the serv- 
ice a career. This is one of the main reasons 
for the Navy system being before the com- 
mittee at this time. 

The Navy bill brings officers to flag rank at 
an earlier age than heretofore. By normal 
promotion, a Navv officer mav now resch 
admiral rank at about age 53. Under previous 
law, they could reach this rank as old as 60, 
This is a great improvement, in the view of 
the subcommittee, The last war certainly 
a the need for vigor and com- 
parative youth in positions 
ly ae Ge Pp of responsibility 

Selection for Admirals 

Also, the Navy bill, for the first time, intro- 
duces selection in admiral grade—that is, 
from now on an admiral must justify him- 
self after a certain length of time, instead 
of being guaranteed retention in grade un- 
til he reaches retirement age or resigns or 
dies in office, This should have a stimulating 
effect in the Navy's highest ranks. 

Grade distributions—that is, the numbers 
of officers in each grade—were increased to 
some extent in lieutenant commander. com- 
mander, and captain grades, while the num- 
bers in ensign and lieutenant grades were re- 
duced, There are two reasons for this: First 
under old law the forced elimination of of- 
ficers has been too severe in the higher graces 
to insure a reasonably attractive career; sec- 
ond, modern war has become so complex that 
additional officers are needed now in higher 
grades to perform the many highly technical, 
professional duties which formerly did not 
exist. After extensive consideration of this 
departure, the subcommittee agreed as to its 
desirability. 

Another novelty in the Navy bill is the so- 
called accelerated promotion plan which per- 
mits the Navy, for the first time, to promote 
especially well qua’ified officers in advance 
of the average officer, This has been im pos- 
sible in the past because, under the Navy 
system, every man ranking above the pro- 
moted officer was, under the law, considered 
as having failed of selection, This had most 
serious effects upon the officers passed over 
by the selection board. It jeopardized their en- 
tire Navy careers, because, if they failed once 
again for selection to the same grade, they 
had to be forced out of the Navy. The natural 
result was that such promotions simply were 
not made. Now such promotions become pos- 
sible by the “accelerated promotion” device, 
which permits a Navy selection board to se- 
lect an outstanding man without having to 
pass over every officer above him. 

A new promotion-zone plan is contained in 
the Navy program. This is a complicated 
process, but the general idea Is to prevent a 
great amount of forced elimination of of- 
ficers one year, practically none the next, 
maybe 50 per cent elimination the next, and 
so on, as has been the rule in the past. By 
averaging th® vacancies to occur over a 5- 
year period, and by applying to that average 
the average number of officers who will come 
up for promotion during that period, the 
Navy can insure that all officers will have 
comparatively equal opportunity for promo- 
tion over the years. This should be a sub- 
stantial improvement over the old system. 
The Navy is proud of the idea and the sub- 
committee thinks it has reason to be. 

Another innovation is the introduction of 
limited-duty officers into the Navy officer 
corps, These officers are to come from en- 
listed and warrant officer ranks only, This 
program gives the Navy enlisted man an op- 
portunity to advance to officer grade as a 
member of a restricted group. He can rise 
as high as commander and is given a pro- 
tected career along the way. Even though this 
group cannot be as large as some of us might 
have preferred, because it must be restricted 
to the specialized jobs such technicians can 
perform, the subcommittee was pleased that 





this proposal was made and that Navy en- 
listed men are to have a reasonable oppor- 
tunity to advance into the officer corps, 

These are the main differences proposed by 
the Navy bill. 

The Army Plan 

Now, as to the Army plan, contained in 
title 5, the big item is the introduction of 
promotion by selection in the lower Army 
grades, beginning in the grade of lieutenant, 
the same rank as that in which the Navy be- 
gins selection. 

Promotions on a basis of seniority alone 
are dispensed with by this system, In the 
future, an Army officer will have to qualify 
for promotion—that is, he must be selected 
for promotion by the majority of a board 
of officers—before he can advance to captain 
and above. Provision is made for promotion 
without regard to existing vacancies after 
specified periods of service in grade—this 
being a marked difference from the Navy 
system required by the fact that the Army 
functions as a nucleus or cadre in peace- 
time for the enormous wartime Army, whereas 
the Navy remains, in peace or war, largely an 
operational force. 

The Army plan sets up various promotion 
lists rather than using the Navy running- 
mate idea. The result is about the same, that 
is, it is so designed as to give comparab'e 
promotion opportunity to officers regardless 
of the branch they may be serving in. Also, 
the Army bill had to have a separate pro- 
motion list for the Air Corps in anticipation 
of the creation of a separate Department of 
Air, as contemplated under the merger bill. 
The subcommittee went over this aspect of 
the plan very carefully and agreed that it 
is workable and, at least for the present, a 
nevessary Army procedure, 

The Army a’so plans, for the first time, to 
stop appointing officers in each of the sev- 
eral branches, excepting the Air Corps, the 
several corps of the Medical Department, and 
chaplains. Army officers in the future are 
to be appointed in the Regular Army rather 
than in the Infantry, for example, This par- 
ticular phase of the Army ‘plan was taken 
under special] study by the subcommittee 
because of the Corps of Engineers and Judge 
Advocate Gereral Department problems asso- 
ciated therewith. Brig. Gen. Dahlquist of the 
Army was cal’ed upon several times to jus- 
tify this procedure, After full consiceration 
in public hearings and executive session, the 
subcommittee concluded that the Army is 
sound in its contention that branch appoint- 
ments, with the exceptions I mentioned, 
should be discontinued. Continuation of 
branch appointments, while providing pro- 
tection for the branches and insuring con- 
tinuation of the traditions of the various 
branches snd corps, nevertheless is subject to 
the greater disadvantage of imposing upon 
the Army too rigid a structure which cannot 
be readily responsive to changing military 
needs, 

This innovation in the Army bill does not 
abolish Army branches, It mere’y stops com- 
missioning officers in the various branches, 
thereby permitting the Secretary of War to 
transfer officers with greater facility from one 
branch to another as military needs dictate. 
This had to be done on a grandiose scale dur- 
ing the war. 

Another change is that the Army will now 
appoint chiefs of branches from among those 
officers who are already generals, rather than 
following the old system of requiring that 
branch chiefs hold rank of the office only 
temporarily. This was approved by the sub- 
committee but with certain modifications I 
will discuss later. 

The Army plan wil! result in the promotion 
of all but the unfit officers to and including 
the grade of lieutenant colonel; thereafter, 
only best-qualified officers will be promoted 
to fill vacancies, comparable in this respect to 
the Navy -plan. The subcommittee anticipates 
that this plan will be modified when the Army 
gains experience in the application of selec- 
tion in the lower grades, and that before too 
many years have gone by, forced elimination 
in lower Army grades wil] have to be im- 
posed. This is now possible—but not required 
—in the Army plan. For the present, however, 
there is little question that the Army's ven- 
ture into selection is too radical a departure 
to attempt the immediate adoption of a sys- 
tem identical with that of the Navy. In this 
connection the Navy testified that its present 
system could not have been adopted by the 
Navy itself when it was first applied in 1916. 
Such a system has to develop gradually. 
No doubt the Army plan will evolve similarly, 
as modified by needs peculiar to the Army. 

Rank of Gens. and Adms. 

A further Army novelty is the ranking of 
Army brigadier generals with rear admirals 
of the lower half, and major generals with 
rear admirals of the upper half. Heretofore, 
in the absence of one-star grade in the Navy, 
rank discrepancies occurred which the sub- 
committee agreed are undesirable. The Army 
proposal requires that date of rank in the 
one- and two-star ranks will determine the 
relative rank, not the one or two stars worn 
on the officers’ shoulders. This avoids the rear 
admiral versus brigadier general problem 
which has existed formerly. The subcommittee 
not only agreed with the proposal, but re- 
quired its extension to Marine brigadier gen- 
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erals and major generals, 

At this point I may say that the only alter. 
native to the plan of ranking brigadiers with 
rear admirals is the permanent reestablish- 
ment of the rank of commodore in the Navy, 
which is vigorously opposed by Secretary 
Forrestal, Admiral Nimitz, and others in pol- 
icy-making positions in the Navy Depart- 
ment, The subcommittee determined this point 
after a great deal of discussion. Since the 
Army entered no opposition to the remoyal 
of commodores from the Navy rank structure, 
and since the relative rank of brigadier gen- 
erals and rear admirals has been adjusted, 
the subcommittee could see no justifiable 
reason for imposing commodores on the Navy. 
A decision to this effect was reached unani- 
mousy, with all members of the subcommittee 
present, 

One further point on both bills before go- 
ing into the subcommittee amendments. I am 
giad to say that neither of the plans con- 
tained in H.R. 3830 will involve additional ex- 
pense to the Government after enactment 
until the services reach their authorized 
strengths some 10 or 15 years hence, At that 
time some additional cost will occur, But this 
will decrease rapidly until, comparatively soon 
thereafter, both systems will function with a 
saving to the Government. The subcommittee 
found this an especially attractive feature of 
both plans, particularly in view of the pro- 
motional improvements that the bills will ef- 
fect despite the lack of permanent increased 
cost. 

Now, as to subcommittee amendments, our 
most important changes were in flag and gen- 
eral ranks in the Army, Navy, Air Corps, and 
Marine Corps, As the promotion programs 
came to us originally, they were based on the 
idea of keeping five-star rank in peacetime 
Together the bills authorized 24 four-star of- 
cers, 79 three-star officers, 406 two-star offi- 
cers, and 237 brigadier generals. These are 
combined figures—for the Army (including the 
Air Corps), the Navy, and the Marine Corps, 
Separately, the original bills authorized 15 
full genera's for the Army, plus the Chief of 
Staff; 46 lieutenant generals, 142 major gener- 
als and 203 brigadier generals, For the Navy, 
eight full admirals, plus the Chief of Nava) 
Operations; 29 vice admirals, and 253 rear ad- 
mirals. For the Marine Corps, one full gen- 
eral, four lieutenant generals, 11 major gen- 
erals and 34 brigadier generals. 

The subcommittee considered this question 
of top rank as exceedingly important, We held 
consultations with the Secretaries of War 
and Navy and with the professional heads of 
all the services before we reached any fina) 
decisions. 

5-Star a “War Rank” 

Our unanimous conc’usion was that five 
star rank is properly a wartime rank and 
should not become a continuing peacetime 
rank, We also agreed that in peacetime the 
services should not have as many high-rank- 
ing officers as they had asked for, although, 
in reducing those now holding high rank, an 
appropriate period for readjustment should 
be provided. The result. was that we chose 
1 July, 1948, as the date on which four stars 
will become the top peacetime rank in all 
the services, and numerica) ceilings, effective 
on that date, were imposed on the three- and 
four-star officers the services can have, If 
all five-star officers are not off active duty by 
then, they will be charged against the four- 
star allotments of the services. 

As amended, the bill now provides that ef- 
fective 1 July of next year, the Army, less 
the Air Corps, cannot have more than four 
4-star generals, as contrasted with the 15, in- 
cluding the Air Forces, the Army bill would 
have authorized originally. One of these 4 
must be the Chief of Staff of the Army who 
was excluded from the 15 originally requested, 
In the Navy, there will be 4 fonr-star posi- 
tions authorized as of 1 July 1948, instead of 
the originally requested 8 plus the Chief of 
Naval Operations and Commandant of the 
Marine Corps, These four In the Navy will be 
the Chief of Navat-Operations, the commander 
in chief of the Atlantic Fleet, the commander 
in chief of the Pacific Fleet, and the Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, 

You will note that we did not specify all 
four of the Army four-star officers—only the 
Chief of Staff of the Army. We left the other 
three unspecified because at least two of them 
will have to be occupational chiefs in Europe 
and Japan. We considered it inadvisable to 
specify them in the law for the reason that 
these positions will terminate when the Army's 
occupational duties are completed, Flowever, 
there Is little doubt that the Army's four- 
star generals will be the Chief of Staff, the 
commanding generals of our occupational 
forces in Japan and Europe, and the com- 
manding general of all Army Ground Forces 
in the United States, 

For the Air Forces, we authprized three 
four-star generals instead of the six origt- 
nally planned for. Only the commanding gen- 
eral of the Air Corps is designated In the bill. 
But there is little doubt that one of the other 
two will be the commanding general of the 
Strategic Air Forces. The remaining one can

Report on Promotion Bill 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
of the Materiel Command, or the commanding 
general of the Air Defense Command, as the 
Air Forces may determine. 

Also on four-star rank, we amended the 
bill to require that in the future any officer, 
whether from the Army, Navy, Air Corps or 
the Marine Corps, who becomes Chief of Staff 
to the President (the position now held by 
Admiral Leahy) wil) have four-star rank while 
he holds that position. We also provided a 
supplemental allowance for the Chiefs of the 
four services in recognition of their added 
obligations as compared with other four-star 
officers. 

As to three-star ranks, we authorized the 
Army, less the Air Corps, to have 23 in place 
of the 46, including the Air Forces, the bill 
would have authorized originally. The Navy 
was also authorized 23 in place of the 29 re- 
quested. The Marines got 2 instead of 4, and 
the Air Corps was given 14 rather than the 
17 it would otherwise have had. This makes 
a total of 62 three-star officers as compared 
with 79 the bills would have authorized as 
introduced. 

Within the three-star limits we required 
that the Services’ representatives to the United 
Nations ho'd three-star rank and, because of 
the duties peculiar to this assignment, we 
gave such officers additional allowances while 
they so serve. 

Branch Chiefs 

At this point, the subcommittee also in- 
structed the services to allot the same rank 
for comparable branch chief positions, al- 
thongh these positions were not specified in 
the bill for the reason that they relate to 
the organization of the Departments rather 
than to promotions. We have been advised by 
Admira! Sprague and by General Dahlquist, 
who are charged with this legislation for the 
Departments, that the Army and Navy are in 
full agreement on the rank for these respec- 
tive positions. This is an important point. 
The lack of uniformity of rank in branch- 
chief positions between the services has pro- 
duced a great deal of friction in the past, as 
most of us on the old Military and Naval 
Affairs Committees will recall, 

On two-star ranks, our decision was to im- 
pose numerical ceilings only on permanent 
promotions and to permit temporary promo- 
tions to these ranks to continue so long as 
temporary promotions remain necessary in 
both services. This was necessary because all 
services are still much larger than their per- 
manent officer strengths. To have imposed 
numerical! ceilings on these ranks, proportion- 
ate to the services’ Regular officer strengths, 
would have produced an impossible situation. 
In the Army, for instance, the Regular 
strength, as stated earlier in these remarks, 
is only 37,500 officers; yet, the total officer 
strength of the Armv, including temporary 
officers, is well over 100,000—almost four times 
the Regular strength. 

A similar situation exists in the Navy, Air 
Corps, and Marine Corps. 

As a result, our ceilings on two- and one- 
star ranks apply only to permanent appoint- 
ments in these grades. The temporary 
strengths in these grades upon enactment of 
the bill will, in the Army, be about 450, which 
includes both one- and two-star officers, and, 
in the Navy, about 260 rear admirals. These 
figures will automatically decrease as the 
strength of the Army and Navy declines over 
the years ahead. 

For permanent promotions, we specified 
that the Army, including the Air Corps, could 
have not, more than 134 major generals, ex- 
c'uding those temporarily in higher grades. 
This includes two for the Army Dental Corps, 
one Army chaplain, and eight for the Medical 
Corps. Of the 179 Army brigadier generals, 
authorized, two will be Dental Corps, one 
Veterinary Corps, éne Chaplain, and eight 
Medica! Corps. The Air Forces will have a 
proportionate ‘share of the Army al'otment 
in these grades, Present plans are that the 
Air Corps will have 58 major generals and 75 
brigadiers. The Marine Corps will have 10 ma- 
jor generals and 23 brigadiers. 

The Navy was authorized 181 rear admirals, 
and we required that 143 of these be line rear 
admirals and 38 staff corps rear admirals. 
Those in the staff corps will be made up of 
15 in the Medical Corps, 13 in the Supply 
Corps, 4 in the Civil Engineer Corps, 4 in the 
Dental Corps, and 2 in the Chaplain Corps. 
The Navy, of course, will have no one-star 
rank, althongh those who are now commo- 
dores will retain the rank so long as the grade 
is needed, subject to the termination of the 
wartime temporary law under which commo- 
dores are appointed, 

These cei'ings on top rank were arrived at 
after the subcommittee intensively studied 
lists of the billets the services planned for 
general and admiral grades. All of us were 
reluctant to require these reductions when 
many of the officers who will be affected so 
recently gave us the leadership that won the 
last war, But a large proportion of the lower- 
ranking officers have already been reduced in 
rank, and we agreed that what has been neces- 
sary in their instance must apply comparably 
to those who served in the topmost grades. 

Other Amendments 

Without getting into as much detail, I will 

summarize now the other amendments we 





made in both bills. 

We required that the three- and four-star 
officers be confirmed by the Senate—a definite 
departure from previous law and not origi- 
na ly contained in either promotion plan. 

We piaced a limit on the Army’s authority 
to keep brigadier generals and major generals 
on duty until retirement age after comple- 
tion of the required service, the limit being 
10 brigadiers and 10 major generals who may 
be so retained. The limit was imposed to in- 
sure a constant turn-over in top rank so ag 
to keep youth at the top and to give lower- 
ranking officers reasonable opportunity to 
reach general officer grade. 

The Army program was amended to permit 
generals and lieutenant generals to retire ip 
those grades, without extra pay, when so au- 
thorized by the President. This was in the 
Navy proposal; it was extended to the Army 
to bring the services together on this point, 
This does not involve increased pay for these 
officers; it is honorary only; it gives these 
officers the right to the title and rank of 
“general” and “lieutenant general,” as the 
case may be, on the retired list, if they bave 
once attained the grade on active duty. 

The Army’s allowance of Medical Depart- 
ment generals was reduced from three-fourths 
of 1 per cent of the strength of the Medical 
Department officer corps to one-half of 1 per 
cent, to conform to the Navy percentage. This 
works out to give the Medical Department 
precisely the number of generals the sub- 
committee specified for the various Corps of 
the Medical Department. 

We required that Army branch chiefs be 
confirmed by the Senate and we required 
that only the President can effect their re- 
moval, The Army had proposed that these 
positions no longer require Senate confirma- 
tion, and branch chiefs could be removed at 
the pleasure of the Secretary of War. To pro- 
vide reasonable secur‘ty for these positions, 
and at the same time not so protect them as 
to make branch chiefs comp’etely independent, 
we intruded the Senate and President into the 
process. It was unanimously agreed that this 
will provide adequate protection for such 
branches as the Corps of Army Engineers— 
which was foremost in our minds at the time 
—and for the Judge Advocate General's De- 
partment. ‘ 

Next, we amended the Navy bill to with- 
draw from the Navy its authority to retire of- 
ficers in the next higher grade when they have 
received a commendation from the head of an 
executive department. We felt justified in this, 
for two reasons: First, the Navy Department 
itself opposed this provision when it first be- 
came law in 1925; and second, its extension 
to the Army would Involve entirely too many 
officers. The Navy Department is content with 
our action on this point, Of course, this will 
not be retroactive. Officers already so re- 
tired will retain the status they now have 
under this provision of law. 


Retirement of Lt. Cols. 

Another amendment was to limit to the 
Army's World War I hump of lieutenant colo- 
nels the Army authority to retire lieutenant 
colone's as colonels after 28 years of service, 
when no vacancies are available for their pro- 
motion to the grade of colonel, The Army does 
not object to this very strongly; and we felt 
that this problem could best be handled in 
this way rather than extend the authority to 
the Navy. 

Another change of some consequence was 
an amendment providing that, excepting disa- 
bility retirements, the retirement pay of col- 
onels, captains in the Navy, admirals and gen- 
erals will not be a flat 75 per cent of active 
duty pay. The exact amount will be com- 
puted on the officer’s length of service, up to 
75 per cent, as is done in lower grades. This 
will have some collateral results, The Retire- 
ment Subcommittee, I understand, has a Dill 
before it now which would give 75-per cent 
retirement to Army generals, and Navy law 
passed by the last Congress gave the same 
to admirals. Also, in the Army bill] age re 
tirements were a flat 75 per cent of active- 
duty pay. The subcommittee felt that there 
is no logical reason for computing retirement 
pay of high-ranking officers on a basis differ- 
ent from that of officers in lower graves. 
Normally, this amendment will not affect 
many officers, since most generals and ad- 
mirals wi!l receive the maximum 75 per cent 
in any event; but those whose length of serv- 
ice would not entitle them to the 75 per cent 
should not, in our opinion, be given it. 

There were other comparatively minor 
amendments, Mr, Chairman, but I will with- 
hold discussion of them unless the committee 
wants each of them spelled out. I have them 
here—34 more of them—and wil) read them 
off if it is desired that I do so. They are of 
sufficiently minor scope that I do not want 
to impose them upon the committee unless it 
is necessary. 

This completes my general statement 02 


this important legislation, which will have 


far-reaching effects on the more than 175, 

officers in the services, The legislation is Ur 
gent. The Regular officers must have some as- 
surance as to what the future holds for them 
or the services wil] lose a high proportion 
of their most capable men, and the morale 
of those who remain will be impaired. Als®% 
do not forget what I mentioned early in this 
report that all the services are still of s

war footing in many respects insofar as per- 
sonnel needs are concerned. As a result, in 
the absence of this or other leg's ation, when 
the war is officially ended, the services will 
have to release the thousands of temporary 
officers who must be retained for some years 

to come, 

I have asked General] Dah!Iquist and Admiral 
Sprague to be here this morning to expand on 
any questions requirirg more detailed know]l- 
edge of the services’ prob’ems than I can pro- 
vide, I also asked specifica ly that Lt. Gen. 
Wheeler, Army Chief of Engincers, be here 
this morning in view of the very considerab!e 
interest in the manner in which his Corps is 
affected by this legislation. I will withhold 
a motion that the bill be reported, Mr. Chair- 
man, pending any questions from members 
of the committee. 


: _Other Changes 

The additional su>committee amend- 
ments mentioned by Mr. Short in his re- 
port were summarized as fellows: 

1, Percentage ceilings for each grade in 
each Army promotion list were specified, the 
percentages not to exceed those for the Army 
as a whole. 

2. All WAC provisions in the Army Dill 
were removed. 

3. The Navy bill was amended to provide 
comparable constructive service on original 
appointments as provided in the Army Dill 
for chaplains, lawyers, doctors, dentists. 

4. The requirement was made that if the 
flag and general officer percentage authoriza- 
tions become less than the numerical limita- 
tions imposed by the Subcommittee, the per- 
centages will then apply. 

5. No pay increase was authorized for 
brigadier generals and rear admirals of the 
lower half. - 

6. The Navy bill was amended to provide, as 
in the Army bill, that retirement pay will 
fluctuate with any variations that may occur 
in active duty pay. 

7. The Army bill was amended to require 
that officers will lose seniority after failing 
of selection when persons junior have been 
Promoted, not Immediately after failing of 
selection, 

8 An oath of impartiality for selection 
aes members was inserted into the Army 

9. Both bills were amended to require that 
the President or the Senate may remove a 
name from a list of officers recommended for 
promotion, that the first removal will not be 
considered a failure of selection if the officer 
is selected by the next board and confirmed, 
and that if the name is so removed twice, or 
if the officer fails the next time of selection, 
it will be considered a second failure, 

10. The Army bill was amended to permit 
an officer to write a selection board, through 
official channels, regarding his consideration 
by that board for promotion. 

11. The Army bill was amended to exclude 
from the numbers of generals authorized 
those generals who are authorized by Acts 
of Congress to hold appointments in the dip- 
lomatic or consular service or to hold any 
civil office under the Government. 

12. The Navy bill was amended to prevent 
the commissioning of officers as captains or 
colonels in the Marine Corps before complet- 
ing 18 years of commissioned service. 

13. The Navy bill was amended to hold the 
first selection of rear admirals for continua- 
tion on the active list in the fourth year of 
service in grade and 34th year of total service 
Mstead of in the “Sth and 35th.” This will 
make these officers go out in the 5th and 35th 
years if they fail twice of selection, 

14. The Navy bill was amended to elimi- 
hate selection for continuation on the active 
list of EDO, AEDO, and SDO rear admirais 
and Staff Corps rear admirals and to substi- 
tute therefor a requirement of 15% vacancies 
annually. This is needed because there are 
Rot enough of these admirals to make the 
former provision practicable. 

15. The Navy bill was amended to limit the 
number who may be selected from below the 
Promotion zone to 5% of the number to be 
selected, in grades below captain, 

16. The Navy bill was amended to provide 
for spread of running mutes to Staff Corps 
Officers first appointed to lieutenant (jg) 
among the year group of line officers pro- 
moted to lieutenant (jg) in the same year, 
instead of giving all of them the junior line 
officer as a running mate. 

17. The’ Navy bill was amended to insure 
one rear admiral vacancy every two years in 
the Civil Engineer Corps instead of one every 
year, and to insure also that there will be 
one rear admiral vacancy every three years 
in each of the Dental Corps and Chaplain 
Corps. 

18. The Navy bill was amended to provide 
for the continuation of spot promotions in- 
cluding commodores and the continuation of 
reserve commodores under restricted tempo- 
rary appointments until terminated by the 
President (no further such appointments will 

Permitted, but summary action will be 
‘voided in changing the existing setup). 
P 19. The Navy bill was amended to provide 
or the appointment in grade of lieutenant 
(ig) officers designated for Special Duty who 
are required to hold a graduate degree. in- 
Stead of appointment in grade of ensign 
(lawyers, etc.), 





20. The Navy bill was amended to require 
two years’ sea service in present grade or on 
promotion list for that grade hefore promo- 
tion of a line officer not restricted in the per- 
formance of duty, to any grade above lieu- 
tenant. 

21. The Navy bill was amended to require 
selection boards to name among eligib'e offi- 
cers, officers of less than 20 years’ service 
whose performance is unsatisfactory in their 
present grade and who are not considered 
qualified for the next higher grade. Officers 
s0 named will be gischarged with severance 
pay, not to exceed two years’ pay. 

22. The Navy bill was amended to provide 
for selection boards’ designating unrestricted 
line, Supply Corps and Civil Engineer Corps 
lieutenants, on their second failure of selec- 
tion as best fitted, for continned active duty 
as lieutenants if deemed fitted. Officers so 
designated wil! have the option of continuing 
as lieutenants for 20 years’ total commissioned 
service or of being discharged with severance 
pay. To be excess in grade, subtractive from 
lieutenants, lieutengnts (jg) and ensigns regu- 
lar numbers. 

23. Both bills were amended to allot four 
generals and four rear admirals to the Dental 
Corps of the Army and Navy, The Army's 
will be divided into two major generals and 
two brigadier generals. 

24. The Army bill was amended to give 
each corps of the Medical Department and 
the Chaplains the same percentage authoriza- 
tion of general officers as given to the Navy 
Medical Corps. 

25. Both bills were amended to give one ad- 
ditional flaz officer to the Army and Navy 
Chaplain Corps. The Navy wiil have two rear 
admiral Chaplains: the Army will have one 
major general chaplain, one brigadier. 

26. The Navy bill was amended to terminate 
on the first day of the fourth month follow- 
ing the date of enactment of the bill all tem- 
porary appointmerts made under temporary 
promotion jaw which are not affirmed or con- 
tinued in effect pursnant to the bill, except- 
ing the Hospital Corps and Reserves serving 
under Naval Reserve appropriations. 

27. The Navy bill was amended to postpone 
until July 1, 1949, the requirement of 10% 


vacancies in grace of rear admiral (nvre- 
stricted line) and 15% vacancies in EDO, 
AEDO, SPO, Medical Corps and Supply 


Corps rear admirals. 

28. The Navy bill was amended to permit 
designation to three star positions of “offi- 
cers of the active list of the Navy” In place 
of “officers of the active jist of the line of the 
Navy,” which wonld have excinded staff offi- 
cers from eligibility for such designation. 

29. The Navy bill was amended to provide 
that when there is an inadequate number of 
officers in the grade of rear admiral specia'ly 
qualified for a required type of duty, the 
Secretary of the Navy may direct a selection 
hoard to select a number, as necessary to 
meet the needs of the Service (within the 
number the board may select) who are 
spelally qualified for the required type of 
duty. 

80. The Army hill was amended to permit 
second l'entenants appointed between Decem- 
ber 7. 1941. and December 28, 1945, ta count 
all active service since December 7, 1941. 

31. The Army bi'l was amended to inanre 
that officers now holding temporary appoint- 
ments under existing temporary law who are 
to hold temporary appointments under Sec- 
tion 515 will not have to he reappointed when 
existing temporary law expires. and further, 
that officers may hold temporary appoint- 
mente In the aame grade as that In which they 
hold permanent appointments bnt with earlier 
date of rank in order that the temporary 
grade relutive rank problem may be worked 
out. 

22. The Army hill was amended to rednce 
the anthorized commissioned strength of the 
Army from 51.000 (incinding WASs) to 50,- 
000 (WAC removed from the bill). 

33. The Army hill was amended to coordi- 
nate ita provisions with those of the Nurse 
Corps Act and the Medical Service Corps bill. 

34. The Army bill was amended to provide 
that each person appointed in the Medical 
Service Corps who at the time of appointment 
holds a degree of Doctor of Philosophy or 
comparable degree recognized hy the Surgeon 
General In a science allied to Medicine may be 
creditea at the time of appointment with an 
amount of service equal to three years. 


Forecast Weather for Firing V-2s 

A small but efficient weather station 
has heen installed at the White Sands, 
N. M.. Guided Missiles Proving Gronnd 
by the Air Weather Service of the Army 
Air Forces. 

The weather station, commanded hy 
Capt. John R. Smith, is unlike other sta- 
tions in that the technicians at» White 
Sands are primarily interested in meteo- 
rological conditions of the upper air re- 
gions rather than weather close to the 
earth’s surface which effect normal air 
traffic.

A new Navy Answering pennant has 
been designed and will be adopted effec- 
tive 1 July 1947. 
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Subcommittee’s Changes in Promotion Bill 


ESIDES the ceilings to be placed on General officer and Flag officer rank and 
other changes in promotion legislation reported in last week's edition of the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, the House subcommittee’s revised bill for peacetime promo 
tion and elimination of officers of the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps contains a number 
of departures of major importance from promotion bills as originally introduced in the 


Congress last March. 


. ARMY BILL 

The Army bill contains three major 
changes in addition to the limitations on 
rank. They are explained by new provi- 
sions in the bill: 

(1) See. 505(b) (1) “The authorized numbers 
in each of the several grades in each of the 
promotion lists shal} be prescribed by the 
Secretary of War by a schedu’e of percentages 
in grades for each list (there being authorized 
for each grade a percentage of the total 
strength authorized for that list), which 
schedule of percenatges may be different for 
each promotion list, but the numbers thus 
authorized in each of the several grades of 
the several promotion lists shall not exceed 
any limitations prescribed by laws enacted 
after January 1, 1947, and shall not exceed 
in any promotion list the following percent- 
ages of the total strength authorized for that 
list: 8 per centum in grade of Colonel, 14 per 
centum in grade of Lientenant Colonel, 19 
per centum in grade of Major, 23 per centum 
in grade of Captain, 18 per centum in grade of 
First Lieutenant, and 18 per centum in grade 
of Second Lieutenant: Provided, That in the 
Medienat Corns. Dental Corns, and chaplains 
promotion lists there shall he no Second 
Lientenents, ard the anmbers anthorized in 
the grade of First Lieutenant In such pro- 
motion lists shall be all these not anthorized 
in higher grades: Provided further, That 
numbers may be anthorived for any grade tn 
any promotion fist in Hen of anthorizvations In 
higher grades: And provided further, That 
this provision shall not operate to require a 
rednetion in permarent grate of any officer 
in any promotion list now holding permanent 
apnointment in any grade. 

“(9) The nnmber anthorized hv the Secre- 
tary of War for each crate in each promotion 
list mav he exceeded bv the nnmber of vraern- 
clee existing in higher grades In that list. 
The anthorized numbers in graces below 
Colonel shall from time to time he temporarily 
incrensed . . . in order to give effect to the 
promotion system.” 


Wor'd War I Humn 

“Any officer in the permanent grade of 
Lientenart Colonel retired after Jannary 1. 
19484, nnan his own annlication, or for phyal- 
eal Alanhility, or mandatorily by reason of 
reaching a prescribed age. or by reason of 
having completed a prescribed length of serv- 
ice, shall, 1f at time of retirement he has com- 
pleted twenty-eight vears or more of active

In the diseretion of the Preai- 
dent, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, when retired. he placed on the 
retired Hat with the highest anch erade or 
rank held hy him on the active list: Provided, 
That no Increase tn retired pav shall acerne 
solely as the resnit of snch advancement tn 
grade or rank on the retired list: Provided 
further, That the President, bv ard with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. may tn 
hia diceretion extend the privilece herein 
granted to officers heretofore or hereafter re- 
tired, who served In the grade of General or 
Lientenart General between December 7, 1941, 
and Jun 30, 1946." 

Limitations on Rank 

Sec, 508 (na) There is anthorized on the active 
list of the Reaniar Army a strength of Gen- 
eral officerr of the Reenlar Army (excinsive 
of the numbers of General officers anthorized 
for the several corns of the Medical Denart- 
ment and the chaplains) eqnal to three-fourths 
of 1 per centrm of that nomber which equals 
the authorized active list commissioned offi- 
cer strength of the Regular Army, less the 
anthorived active list commissioned officer 
strengths of the several corps of the Medical 
Departments and the chaplains. of which, not 
more than 50 ner centum mav be in permanent 
grade above Rrigadter General: and, in addi- 
tien, a strength of General officers of the Reg- 
niar Army eonal to ore-ha'f of 1 per centnm 
of the anthorived active list commissioned 
officer strereth of snch corps. of which not 
more than 50 per centnm mav he in perma- 
nent grade above that of Brigadier General; 
and. In addition, a strength of Ceveral offi- 
cers of the Regular Army in the Dental Corns 
eqnal to one-half of 1 per centnm of the 
authorized list commicsioned officer strength 
of such corps, of which not more than 50 
per centum may be In permanent grade above 
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NAVY 

Provisions applicable to the Navy, be 
sides limiting the Service to 169 Rear 
Admirals of the line and 38 of the Staff 
Corps, prescribe the following important 
changes : 

(1) Lieutenants not restricted in the 
performance of duty who twice fail of 
selection for promotion to Lieutenant 
Commander shall be eligible for consid- 
eration by the same board “for recom- 
mendation for continuation on the active 
list;” and if so recommended, will have 
the option of accepting a discharge with 
severance pay, or of serving 20 years, at 
which time they will be retired with the 
rank and pay of Lieutenant Commander. 

(2) No general-service line officer shall 
be promoted to a grade above Lieutenant 
unless he has had not less than “two 
years’ actual sea service in the grade in 
which serving and on the promotion list 
for that grade.” 

This is in existing permanent law en- 
acted in 1938. 

(3) Provisions of existing law author- 
izing retirement in certain cases at a flat 
75% active duty pay and longevity will 
be repealed, and the following substituted 
therefor: 

“That in the case of officers hereafter re 
tired whose computation of pay on the active 
list is not based upon years of service they 
shall receive retired pay at the rate of 24% 
per centum of their active-duty pay in the 
grade in which serving at the time of retire- 
ment multiplied by the number of years of 
service for which they would be entitled to 
credit in the computation of pay on the active 
list had they been serving in the grade of 
Captain at the time of their retirement, but 
retired pay so computed shalj not exceed a 
total of 75 per centum of said active-duty 
pay.” 

(4) Rear Admirals will be considered 
for continuation on the active list on com- 
pletion of four years’ service in grade 
and 34 years. of total commissioned serv- 
ice, rather than on completion of five 
years in grade and 35 years’ service. 

(5) “Officers of the Navy, Marine Corps, or 
the Reserve components thereof, who may 
have been specially commended for the per- 
formance of duty in actual combat by the 
head of the executive department under whose 
jurisdiction such duty was performed, shall 
not by virtue of such commendation, upon 
retirement, be placed upon the retired list 
with any higher rank or grade than that in 
which serving at the time of retirement, nor 
shall any increase in pay be hereafter granted 
because of any such commendation: Provided, 
That such officers who have heretorfore been 
accorded higher rank or pay, or both, because 
of such commendation, shall, if subsequently 
assigned active duty, be recalled to active 
duty in the grade or rank in which 
at the time of retirement.” 


The Army has not had the benefits of 
advancement on the retired list as reward 
for combat commendations.

President Truman yesterday vetoed the 
Taft-Hartley labor bill which had been 
worked up over many months by the Re- 
publican majority in the Senate and 
House with considerable help from the 
Democrats. 

In his veto message, the President re- 
viewed the recommendations he had made 
concerning labor controls, particularly 
the curbing of jurisdictional strikes, but 
pointed out that the bill Congress enacted 
went much further and contended that it 
would have the effect of bringing about 
further labor disputes. 

Tax reduction prospects for 1947 were 
erased this week when President Truman 
vetoed the bill which would have lowered 
personal income levies 1 July. The House 
voted on the measure again 17 June and 
an effort to overide the President’s veto 
failed by two votes. In his veto message 
President Truman said the tax bill was 
of the wrong kind and offered at the 
wrong time. It violated sound tax policy, 
he said, and was unsafe from the stand- 
point of government finances. At the same 
time the President called on Congress for 
a general revision of the entire tax struc- 
ture of the Federal Government. 

Charles E. Wilson, president of General 
Motors Corporation, speaking this week 
in Chicago at the annual convention of 
the American Society of Mechanical En- 
gineers, said that the rise in output is 
due to new tools and new methods. 

“Profits, along with savings,” Mr. Wil- 
son said, “make possible the capital re- 
quired to provide superior tools and facili- 
ties to expand production, and to raise 
the standard of living for all.”

Merchant Marine 

The orderly return of merchant ship op- 
eration in intercoastal and Pacific coast- 
wise trades to private companies is sched- 
uled for completion by the Maritime Com- 
mission by 1 July. 

The Government hopes to assure con- 
tinued service on these routes when the 
changeover to private operation is made. 
Through a system of fleet charters, it is 
expected that the present 40 Victory ships, 
five Liberty ships and five coastal vessels 
or equivalent tonnage will remain in 
service. 

The Government already has withdrawn 
from operation in the Atlantic and Gulf 
coastwise trades, and regular common 
earriers services are now being provided 
by six steamship lines operating a total 
of 23 vessels. 

The nation-wide work stoppage of CIO 
maritime seamen, which began 16 June, 
has meanwhile paralyzed shipping at most 
United States ports. 

As the work stoppage began, some 700 
ships were immediately made idle, and 
this total was expected to reach 2,000 
quickly unless settlement was reached 
with ship operators at an early date. 

The work stoppage, variously termed a 
“strike” and a “lockout,” occurred when 
union contracts expired without renewal 
due to union demands for wage increases 
and other benefits.

Fairchild-NEPA School Opens 

Opening of a new school at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., for scientists and engineers con- 
ducting research on the use of Nuclear 
Energy for the Propulsion of Aircraft 
has been announced by Fairchild Engine 
and Airplane Corporation. 

Six courses will be given. The first 
three courses, which began 10 June, will 
continue for three months. The last three 
courses will begin in July and run about 
two months. 

The program for the study of nuclear 
energy for the propulsion of aircraft. 
known as the Fairchild-NEPA project, is 
a combined operation of ten aircraft en 
gine companies and the National Ad 
visory Committee on Aeronautics, work- 
ing with the Fairchild Engine and Air- 
plane Corporation as prime contractor 
under the Army Air Forces. The Atomic 
Energy Commission is cooperating in the 
program. Information developed by 
NEPA will be made available to the Navy 
through liaison with the Office of the As 
sistant Chief for Research and Develop 
ment, Navy Bureau of Aeronautics. 


Sun Ship to Build Army Dredge 

Award of a $9,600,000 contract to Sun 
Ship for the construction of the world’s 
largest hopper type dredge has_ been 
recommended by U. S. Army Engineers 
it was announced by Col. F. F. Frech, 
Philadelphia district engineer. 

The dredge will be 500 feet long, 7 
feet wide and 40 feet deep. It will have 
8,000 cubie yard capacity. Some idea of 
the huge dredge can be had when it is 
known that the average T-2 tanker built 
by Sun Ship had a length of 503 feet with 
a 68 ft. beam and depth of 39 ft. 3 in. 

Vice President Richard L. Burke an 
nounced that the keel will be laid in Cen 
tral Yard in October. It will take nearly 
two years to build. Sun Ship’s bid was 
$9,600,000,

strength of General officers of the Regular 
Army in the Veterinary Corps equal to one

teen in the Medical Corps, four in the Dental

Letters to the Editor 
Efficiency Reports 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

In your May 31st issue “Old Warrior” 
speiking of Army Efficiency Reports re- 
minds us that “human nature is so often 
weak, even with officers who enjoy con- 
siderable rank.” 

Based entirely on the “personal ele- 
ment” every Regular Army officer knows 
from his own experience that efficiency 
reports do not portray a true picture of 
an officer’s value to the Government. 

When a Captain states that he has ob- 
served his Lieutenant for one year and 
considers him “Below Average” in “at- 
tention to duty” he convicts himself as 
one lacking in “Leadership.” 

To illustrate the utter stupidity of 
efficiency reports; 

a. Upon graduating from the two year 
course at Leavenworth an officer received 
this report— 

“Self reliant, dignified, quiet, reserved. 
Qualified as C of 8S, G-1, G-3, G-4, Division 
and Corps. NOT qualified as G-2, Division or 
Corps.” 

Leaving Leavenworth he was made G-2 
of an Infantry Division and exactly one 
year later received this report— 

“Duty performed as G-2 SUPERIOR. An ex- 
tremely hard working, conscientious officer. 
Impetuous. Should be a good commander of 
troops in battle situations requiring dash.” 

b. An officer served 3% yeurs in one 
organization. During the first 3 years 
under 3 different CO’s he totaled 27 
“averages” and 33 “above averages” with 
these comments— 

C.0. “A”—An efficient, conscientious, hard- 
working officer. 

C.0. “B”’—An above average officer. Ener- 
getic, Loyal. Can be depended upon to do the 
right thing. Will develop into a superior officer. 

C.0. “C”—A steady forceable officer. 

Then a new CO (an old fue) appeared 
on the scene and at the end of six months 
the report showed “2 inferiars—5 below 
averages and 3 averages—with this com- 
ment— 

“Temperamental. He creates considerable 
friction and antagonizes officers with whom 
he comes in contact. [le does not enter into 
the spirit of things but tends toward excuses 
rather than cheerful compliance.” 

Rendered as an “opinion” the report 
was destined to go in the junior’s 201 file 
without him ever seeing it. When the 
senior was ordered to send the report 
to the junior for remark the senior got so 
confused that he soon landed in the Hos- 
pital and was retired for “Neurasthenia- 
serious.” This CO was of foreign extrac- 
tion and tried to use his office to settle 
a personal feud. However the unholy re- 
port reposes us large as life in the junior’s 
201 file. 

The Government should not be con- 
cerned with the senior’s opinion of his 
subordinates but rather of the subordi- 
nates contidence in the CO. The CO ex- 
ercises authority in the only profession 
that deals in human life. Success in battle 
is the object of all military training. Do 
away with the efficiency report but if you 
insist have the Captains in the Infantry 
regiment report on the Colonel.

Seacoast Defenses 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

I read with interest your editorial 
dated 14 June 1947. You certainly owe 
an apology to the few survivors of three 
Coast Artillery regiments. 

It is difficult to understand why you 
endeavored to uphold the seacoast activi- 
ties of the Coast Artillery Corps by ref- 
erence to Fort Monroe in the Civil War. 
It would seem to be more fitting for you 
to have proved your point by citing the 
action of the 59th CA, 91st CA (PS) and 
92nd CA (PS) stationed on Corregidor 
and Forts Hughs, Drum and Frank dur- 
ing World War ITI. 

Not only “their mere presence served 
to prevent attack” (the Army anp Navy 
JourNAL) for several months, but their 
batteries did engage Japanese naval as 
well as land targets. Seacoast artillery 
batteries on the fortified islands, obsolete 
as they were. took a heavy toll of Japa- 
nese lives. The officers and men of those 
three seacoast regiments have a right to 
be proud of their brief war record—brief 
because of the short-sightedness of our 
Nation. When the fixed seacoast batteries 
on Corregidor were pounded to useless 





wrecks, 155mm. GPF’s were dragged 
from their Panama mounts and were kept 
in action as roving gun batteries. Follow- 
ing the Jap’s successful assault of the 
Rock, seacoast artillery guns were still 
sinking enemy vessels when destruction 
of the armament was ordered prior to 
surrender. 

I am not arguing the fact that fixed 
rifles for seacoast defense are outmoded. 
But it has been only a month more than 
five years since seacoast artillerymen en- 
gauged the enemy with everything from 
three inch to twelve inch guns and 
mortars. Three and a half years in pris- 
son camps did not dim the memory of 
that action. True, warfare has changed— 
but history is for the ages and seacoast 
artillery has earned the right to a page, 
even in current history.

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Army Career Plan 


A “career plan” for commissioned offi- 
_cers of the Army was set forth in War 
“ Department Circular 142, promulgated 
this week as follows: 

1. Career planning program.—a. Purpose.— 
A Career Planning Program has been in- 
itiated to further the development of highly 
competent Army personnel by better assign- 
ment and planned rotation of assignment. To 
accomplish these results, career assignment 
patterns will be developed as a guide for the 
rotation of duties of the personne! of all arms 
and services. These patterns will be corre- 
lated with the needs of the Army and the de- 
sires and demonstrated qualifications of indi- 
viduals. 

b, Publicity.—The principal purpose of this 
circular is to give world-wide publicity to the 
eareer planning program. More detailed in- 
formation will be published from time to time 
as it is fully developed, including plans on 
eareer planning for warrant officers and en- 
listed personnel, such as those set forth in 
paragraph 5b for officer personnel, 

2. Career Management Branch.—a, Estab- 
lishment.—This pe settee covers the functions, 
operations, and responsibilities of the Career 
Management Branch, which replaces the Cen- 
tral Officers Assignment Group, and is an 
amplification of WD Circular 138, 1846, as 
amended. The directives and policies out- 
lined herein augment the program and poli- 
cies which are presently being followed and 
in cases of conflict with existing publications, 
the provisions of this circular will govern. 

b. Dutes.—The Career Management Branch 
is established under the Director of Person- 
nel and Administration, War Department 
Generai Staff, to supervise the administration 
of the career program. The duties decen- 
tralized to this Branch are broadly outlined 
as follows: 

(1) To modernize assignment procedures 
and to resolve controversial assignment 
issues. , 

(2) To establish policies which, consistent 
with the needs of the service, will insure that 
assignments are used to the maximum for 
the progressive training and development of 
officers, warrant officers, and enlisted men. 

(3) To establish broad assignment priori- 
ties and policies as guides for the personnel 
sections of the arms and services, 

(4) In conjunction with the arms and ser- 
vices, to develop necessary publications and 
records to facilitate proper career manage- 
ment, 

(5) In conjunction with the arms and ser- 
vices, to establish rules and methods of 
evaluation of individual efficiency reports, 

(6) To determine the qualifications of indi- 
viduals to meet prerequisites for admission to 
schools controlled directly by the War De- 
partment and for key assignments controlled 
directly by the War Department. 

(7) To establish necessary liaison with the 
offices of the Directors of War Department 
General Staff Divisions in matters involving 
personnel policies pertaining to this branch. 

(8) To direct for all officers (except general 
officers) and warrant officers, all permanent 
changes of station within the continental 
United States; transfers to and from oversea 
theaters; transfers and details between the 
various arms and services. (The Command- 
ing General, Army Air Forces, operating 
under broad policies established by the War 
Department, will exercise complete assign- 
ment jurisdiction over all personnel assigned 
to the Army Air Forces, including transfers 
to and from oversea commands.) 

8. Objectives.—The War Department is pre- 
paring an outline of career plans which will 
be a guide for all personnel of the Army. The 
program is intended to— 

a. Provide a rounded and balanced career 
for each officer, warrant officer, and enlisted 
man. 

b, Insure equal opportunity for selection, 
promotion, and preferential assignment, 

ec, Arrive at an accurate classification of the 
qualifications of each officer, warrant officer, 
and enlisted man of the first grade and to in- 
sure that they are a matter of record. 

d, Insure that, in event of a national emer- 
gency, the Army will have the proper balance 
of trained personnel qualified to fill appro- 
priate command, staff, and specialist positions 
on all levels. 

4. Definitions.—The following definitions 
will apply as used in this circular: 

a, Troop command.—The term “troop com- 
mand” includes all duty in a command capac- 
ity with a tactical, administrative, training, 
or supply unit not to exceed a regiment or 
group in size. (Any higher command will be 
as a general officer and career planning will 
normally be completed by the time an officer 
attains this grade.) 

b, Troop staff.—The term “troop staff” in- 
cludes all staff duty with a tactical admin- 
istrative, training, or supply unit not to ex- 
ceed a regiment or group in size, 

©. Student duty.—The term “student duty” 
includes all duty as a student at a service or 
civilian school, domestic or foreign. 

d, Instructor duty.—The term “instructor 
duty” includes all duty as a member of a staff 
or faculty of a service school, domestic or 
foreign. 








e. Civilian component duty.—The Term 
“Civilian component duty” includes all duty 
with the National Guard, Organized Reserves, 
or Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 

f. Staff duty.—The term “staff duty” in- 
cludes all duty as a member of a general or 
special staff of a headquarters of all echelons 
higher than a regiment or group, or as a mem- 
ber of an arm or service staff, or as a mili- 
tary attaché, 

g. Technical Duty. — The term “technical 
duty” includes those assignments necessary to 
fulfill the technical and functional missions 
of the various technical services which are 
not included within the types of duty defined 
in a to f above; e. g., duty with technical 
boards, engineer civil works, repairs and 
utilities, military construction, etc. 

h. Administrative duty.—The term “admin- 
istrative duty” includes all duties not proper- 
ly classified under the preceding subpara- 
graphs, 

5. General policies. — Pending the develop- 
ment of the program, policies, and procedures 
outlined herein, the following summary of 
existing or approved policies is furnished for 
the information and guidance of all concerned, 

a, Responsibility for career planning.— 
Career planning is the responsibility of the 
Commanding General, Army Ground Forces, 
for all Army Ground Forces personnel; Com- 
manding General, Army Air Forces, for all 
Army Air Forces personne!; and of the chiefs 
of services for all personnel of their services 
regardless of assignment status. 

b, Career planning for officer personnel, 

(1) Troop duty.—All officers will have fre- 
quent troop duty, which will vary according 
to their arm or service. Maximum rotation 
of such assignments will be effected to per- 
mit broad experience in command. This is 
considered a matter of primary importance 
that should be fully appreciated by all grades. 
Records will be maintained in the personnel 
sections of each arm and service which will 
clearly indicate the degree to which individual 
officers possess the ability to command 
troops. The Commanding Generals, Army 
Air Forces and Army Ground Forces, and 
the chief of each administrative and technical 
service will give appropriate consideration 
to such qualifications when selecting officers 
for key assignments. 

(2) Attendance at schools.—Attendance at 
schools will he in accordance with the plan 
for the postwar educational system. When- 
ever practicable, upon completion of a course 
of specialized instruction at a civilian school 
or any of the short-term military schools, 
personnel will he assigned to duties or addi- 
tional duties that require the special knowl- 
edge gained at the school. 

(3) Preference card.—Each officer will for- 
ward a preference card annually to reach 
the Career Management Branch hetween the 
15th of November and the 15th of December. 
This card provides space to indicate any line 
of endeavor in which he would like to special- 
ize; e. g., Personnel, Intelligence, Supply, 
ete. 

(4) Specialization.—Normally, officers will 
not specialize during their first 5 years of 
duty. They will be rotated to various duties 
within the organization to which assigned. 
The period at which specialization will begin 
will differ for each arm and service. 

(5) Specialists.—There will be a number of 
highly trained specialists in the officer corps 
of the Regular Army. However, most special- 
ists needed for a mobilization will come from 
the civilian components or direct from civilian 
pursuits. It is a recognized fact that the best 
interests of the Army will be served by keep- 
ing some officers trained in one field of en- 
deavor for the greater part of their service. 
The diversity of assignment required for 
other officers need not apply to this special- 
ist group. 

(6) Listing of job assignments on grders.— 
After completion of 5 years’ service, orders as- 
signing an officer to an organization may in- 
dicate in order of priority from one to three 
suggested job assignments in which he should 
have experience. 

(7) Assignment controls.—To insure that 
career assignments receive proper considera- 
tion and coordination, the following controls 
are established: 

(a) The Commanding Generals, Army Air 
Forces and Army Ground Forces, and the 
chief of each administrative and technical 
service will prepare career assignment pat- 
terns for their officers. These patterns will 
be coordinated with the Career Management 
Branch and will be used as the basis for 
future assignment plans. 

(b) Representatives of major commands 
and administrative and technical services in 
the Career Management Branch will examine 
individugl records periodically. Should an in- 
dividual fail to receive proper assignments, 
the commanding general, major command, or 
chief of service may recommend that assign- 
ment orders include specific instructions as to 
the type of duty to which the individual will 
be assigned. 

6, Communications.—Communications per- 
taining to matters-to be handled by the 
Career Management Branch normally will be 
addressed to The Adjutant General (Attn: 
WDGPA-O). It is not intended, however, to 
prevent direct communication whenever ad- 
visable between major commands or ex- 
empted stations and the Career Management 
Branch or the representative of the major 
commands and the various services as pro- 








vided for in paragraph 34, WD Circular 138, 
1946, as amended by section V, WD Circular 
235, 1946. 

7. Rescission—WD Circular 151, 1946, as 
amended by section II, WD Circular 307, 1946, 
is rescinded. 





Medical Pay Increase 


As a result of hearings on the War and 
Navy Departments proposed bills for in- 
creasing pay of their medical officers, 
Representative Blackney, chairman of 
the subcommittee in charge of the mea- 
sures, this week introduced a combined 
bill eliminating a number of features 
recommended by the Department. 

Omitted is the Army’s proposal to 
establish four professorships in their 
Medical Department, as is the proposal 
to employ civilian physicians at salaries 
ranging up to $9,800. Also omitted is the 
section which would have authorized the 
original appointment of specialists in 
grades up to colonel in the Army and Cap- 
tain in the Navy. 

The flat $100 a month increase pro- 
vided in the bill is confined to officers now 
on active duty or to those commissioned 
within the next two years. The measure 
extends its benefits to all reserves and 
National Guard medical officers who 
volunteer for active duty. . 

The measure retains the 25 per cent 
increase for those rated as specialists but 
limits the number of those so paid to a 
maximum of 20 per cent of the Corps’ 
strength. 


Enlisted Retired Pay 


The Comptroller General this week is- 
sued a ruling as follows: 

“A Regular Army enlisted man who was in 
receipt of pay as a commissioned officer and 
as an enlisted man for six months preceding 
his retirement for physical disability under 
section 2 of the act of June 30, 1941, by rea- 
son of his relief from active duty as a tem- 
porary commissioned officer for physical dis- 
ability and immediate reenlistment in his 
former enlisted status pursuant to the act of 
19 July 1939, during such period, is entitled 
to have his retired pay computed under sec- 
tion 3 of said 1941 act at the rate of 75 per 
cent of the average pay received as a com- 
missioned officer and as an enlisted man dur- 
ing such six month period.” 

The ruling was made in the case of M. 
Sgt. Samuel C. Morrell who was relieved 
from duty as a Colonel, AUS, because of 
physical disability on 10 May 1944, reen- 
listed the next day and was retired as an 
enlisted man 30 June 1944. The ruling 
makes a difference of $153.41 in his retired 
pay, being the difference between $150.08 
a month computed on his enlisted pay 
and $303.49 a month computed on his 
actual 6-month average as an officer and 
enlisted man. The ruling is applicable to 
all parallel cases. 


Push Service Bills 


Senator Gurney, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Armed Services, told 
the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL last week 
that he is planning to have the Service 
promotions bills, the Army Reserve and 
National Guard retirement bills, and the 
medical pay increase bilis on the floor of 
the Senate before the adjournment of this 
session. 











Confirm Army Nominations 

The Senate on 13 June confirmed the 
nominations of more than 9,000 officers 
for permanent commissions in the Regu- 
lar Army. Also confirmed were the nomi- 
nations of new permanent Regular Army 
General officers as listed in last week’s 
ABMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 





Cadets Pay Increase 
On the President’s desk awaiting his 
approval is S. 321, legislation that pro- 
vides for an increase of $13 a month for 
all Cadets and Midshipmen, the House 
having this week passed the bill as ap- 
proved by the Senate on 3 March.

Report Service Promotion Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
isting law in this respect. 

“Going back to separate promotion lists 
would wreck the Army,” General Dahl- 
quist said. Representative Kilday pointed 
out that the Army operated during the 
War largely without regard to fixed pro- 
motion lists. 

Representative Clason objected to the 
proposed method of selecting chiefs and 
assistant Chiefs of Services. He ex- 
pressed the doubt that the most compe- 
tent engineer would be selected as Chief 
of Engineers and also expressed concern 
for officers of the Ordnance Department. 

He asserted that the bill requires that 
the Chiefs of Services be appointed from 
among general officers, and said that by 
this method of selection the most compe 
tent engineer who might be serving ina 
grade below gneeral, would be overlooked. 
Representative Brooks sided with Mr. 
Clason. 

General Dahlquist asserted that the 
most competent men would be selected 
for the responsible positions of chiefs of 
services, and pointed out that the bill re 
quires Senate confirmation on these nom! 
nations. Brig. Gen. Crawford, assistant 
Chief of Engineers, admitted under 
questioning by Mr. Brooks that the pres 
ent system of promoting a district engr 
neer to be.Chief of Engineers had worked 
well and is acceptable as a peacetime 
system. 

However, General Crawford said, the 
Engineers are not opposed to the provl 
sions of the bill as now written. 

Representative Rivers (D-SC) asserted 
that morale of the staff corps of both the 
Army and Navy is low through their feel- 
ing of being denied equal opportunity t 
attain general officer and flag officer 
grades. He offered an amendment raising 
from .5 to .75 the percentage authorized 
for staff corps officers in the higher 
grades. 

Representative Short suggested that 
the staff officers go to the Senate Com 
mittee and ask that the amendment be 
incorporated there, because of the late 
ness at which the bill is going to the 
House. 

Admiral Sprague said he would a> 
prove a change to the .75 per cent. but 
General Dahlquist opposed any increase. 

Mr. Rivers’ amendment was defeate 
by more than 2 to 1 vote in the conmnittee, 
and although he voted to report the bil 
favorably he reserved the right to offer 
amendments on the floor. 
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
